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FOREWORD 


Educational data have been a useful source for planning, management, monitoring the progress 
and formulation of policies of education in the country. Different organisations are collecting 
such data from the field with different dates of reference. The user feels difficulty in getting a 
small piece of information, as he has to scan a number of publications. In view of this, the need 
of publishing data of one aspect together in one volume collected by different organisations was 
felt by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of India. Accordingly, the 
work of preparing the “Compendium of Educational Statistics-School Education” was assigned 
to the National Council of Educational Research and Training. 

In the present volume data on School Education published from time to time by different national 
level organisations like Ministry of Human Resource Development, National Council of Educational 
Research and Training, National Sample Survey Organisation, Registrar General of India, Central 
Statistical Organisation, Planning Commission etc., have been taken into account and consolidated 
for meaningful presentation. The major themes covered are educational administration, structure 
and systems in the country; educational institutions; educational facilities in rural areas; physical 
facilities in schools; enrolment and teachers in schools; teacher training institutions; expenditure 
on school education; results of high and higher secondary examinations; and projections of some 
educational statistics viz. population, enrolment and requirement of teachers. The data on important 
themes like institutions, enrolment, teachers, physical facilities in schools, and expenditure on 
school education etc., are being presented since independence. The examination results are 
being presented for last one decade only. As such the document provides scenario of development 
of school education in the country. 

The Compendium has been prepared by the Department of Educational Surveys and Data 
Processing of the NCERT. I hope this volume will be of immense use for educational planners, 
administrators and researchers and all other concerned with school education. 

I wish to acknowledge the contribution of the members of Expert Group for their invaluable 
guidance. I also express my appreciation for the hard work put in by the Project Team for 
completing the task. Such an attempt has been made for the first time in the country. Suggestions 
for improvement in the future issues, if any, are welcome.

1.1 About the Compendium 


The Compendium is in the nature of an endeavour to put in one place relevant socio-economic and 
educational statistics or indicators complementary and supplementary to each other collected from 
various sources. Ў р 
1.1.1 Chapter one, an introductory to this compendium, is devoted to its need, scope, 
objectives and limitations. It also briefly describes the system of educational administration, 
educational structure and educational systems in the country. No primary data were to be 
collected. It gives major producers of data and their methods of data collection besides 
difficulties and methods to overcome some of the experienced difficulties. 

1.1.2 Chapter two on demographics relating to school education includes growth in 
population- rural/urban, male/female, SC/ST population, child population, literacy etc. It 
also includes statistical educational levels of population, current attendance and educational 
status, labour force and child labour, employment and other related topics. | А 
1.1.3 Chapter three is on educational institutions and educational facilities at school level 
in rural areas. It gives projection of population in rural areas served by educational facilities, 
non-formal education centres, etc. 

1.1.4 Chapter four is devoted to infrastructural facilities available in schools such as buildings, 
ancillary facilities, etc. 

1.1.5 Chapter five describes enrolment and its overall growth by stages of education, sex, 
area, caste, management of institutions, etc. It also gives enrolment in non-formal education 
centres, institutions for disabled, pupil-teacher ratio, gross enrolment rate, etc. 

1.1.6 Chapter six on teachers and teacher training institutions has been divided into two 
parts: first part is on teachers in schools by stages, area, sex and management and also gives 
their tenure of service, qualifications, training-etc.; the second part gives teacher training 
institutions by area, managerhent along with intake, out turn etc. 

1.1.7 Chapter seven on expenditure on education gives plan and non-plan expenditure, per 
capita expenditure, expenditure on different stages of education, etc. 

1.1.8 Chapter eight describes the indices of performance of different examination Boards 
of secondary and higher secondary levels over a ten year period wherever data was available. 
1.1.9 Chapter nine on projections of some educational statistics was added so as to provide 
projections of child population, enrolment and requirement of teachers. 
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1.2 Need 


1.2.1 Planning the provision of educational facilities, management and delivery of educational services 
and administration of educational system require a strong database. The present Compendium tries 
to provide at one place data on education. The data provided are from secondary sources, although 
towards the end an attempt has been made to make some projections. At present a multiplicity of 
organisations, generate statistics directly or indirectly related to education as part of their functions. 
The purpose, concepts and definitions, items of information, methods of data collection, etc., vary 
from one agency to another. Some of the major agencies which produce data having a bearing on 
school education are: 

Registrar General of India. 

National Sample Survey Organisation. 

Central Statistical Organisation. 

Directorate General of Employment and Training. 

Ministry of Human Resource Development. 

National Council of Educational Research and Training. 
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Briefly, the data available from each of these sources include: 
1.2.2 Registrar General of India (ЕСІ): Demographic characteristics of population are important 
input for policy formulation in education. Decennial census provides information on age and sex 
composition of population. Literacy rates are provided for males and females for all administrative 
: units in rural and urban areas. The parameters of population covered by Census are vital for educational 
planning. There are variations in demographic characteristics of population according to sex, state, 
rural, urban, caste and sectors of economy. The questions of equality and equity in education can be 
effectively tackled on the basis of census data. An adverse female-male sex ratio and unfavourable 
literacy status are for instance indicative of the emphasis that education of girls and women requires 
for their empowerment and development. Sectorwise distribution of workers is an important indicator 
of social, economic and educational development. 
1.2.3 National Sample Survey Organisation (NSSO): To provide data for socio-economic planning 
and policy formulation, the NSSO collects data on various facets of the economy. Some of the 
themes of importance, which are covered through household surveys, are employment and 
unemployment, consumer expenditure, social consumption, debt and investment, demography, etc. 
These and other similar themes covered have a direct relationship to education. The national sample 
survey is a continuous process carried out in the form of “rounds” usually of one-year duration 
covering topics of current interest. Their 52" round was inter-alia devoted to participation in education 
covering such themes as level of education, private expenditure on education, etc. 
1.2.4 Central Statistical Organisation (CSO): Central Statistical Organisation has been presenting 
up-to-date statistics and indicators collected from different sources. Their basic inputs help formulation 
of development plans including those for educational development. 
1.2.5 Directorate General of Employment and Training (DGE&T): Statistics related to employment 
including number of job seekers on live register of employment exchanges are maintained by the 
Directorate. These can be used in manpower planning which has a significant bearing on education. 
1.2.6 Ministry of Human Resource Development (MHRD): The Ministry collects annually educational 
Statistics through State and Union Territory Departments of Education. The data consist of the number 
of institutions, enrolment, teachers, etc. It also collects data on expenditure on education-plan and 
non-plan, recurrent and non-recurrent. N 
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1.2.7 National Council of Educational Research and Training (NCERT): Besides the annual educational 
statistics collected by the MHRD, there are some significant parameters of information required for 
educational planning which are collected using census or sample survey mode. Information on these 
'are provided by NCERT surveys. The general consensus is that the periodicity of these surveys 
should be fixed as five years of which alternate surveys should coincide with the Census. 

1.2.8 Inaddition there are other organisations like the Planning Commission which provide educational 
data such as enrolment targets, outlays and expenditures on educational schemes and so on. These 
data are, however, included in the reports of the Ministry of HRD. 


1.3 Scope ) 


1.3.1 The above discussion makes it clear that the sources of data related to education are varied 
and wide in scope. A judicious choice has to be made to include statistics, which have a direct 
bearing on education. The present Compendium on Educational Statistics seeks to fulfill a felt need 
of a reference manual of educational statistics by incorporating in it relevant data from different 
sources, The first and the foremost are demographic data on population. Schooling facilities, institutional 
infrastructure, teachers, enrolment and their projections, financing of school education and out-turn 
from schools, as examination results are some of the crucial areas, which come under the scope of 
this Compendium. 


14 Objectives 


1.4.1 This Compendium was launched with the following specific objectives: 
i То identify parameters related to education on which data are being collected by different 
organisations. 
ii To present all the data at one place for ready use and reference by planners, administrators 
and research scholars and others who use educational statistics for different purposes. 
142 Within the framework for which the above agencies are mandated to work, they collect data on 
parameters relevant to education. They do produce educational statistics required for policy formulation 
and implementation. No attempt has so far been made to consolidate data collected by different agencies 
in one volume with bibliographical references for user consultation. The present work is an effort to 
make available data relevant to school education at one place for the benefit of poliey makers, 
administrators, researchers, etc. References are given to sources and producer organisations so that, if 
necessary, an individual can approach them for any clarification that he/she may require. 


1.5 Limitations 


1.5.1 In spite of the best intentions it was difficult to present all available statistics, intimately or 
remotely related to education, at one place. An attempt has been made to put together relevant 
statistics from different sources in the present Compendium. Although it is expected that a reader is 
familiar with the terminology used, brief explanations have been given wherever necessary. For any 
clarifications or detailed study of the various concepts, it would be advisable that the user refers to 
original sources of statistics. 

1.5.2 The Compendium has been prepared at the national level. Therefore, the discussion in the 
write-up is based on national level statistics. However, wherever it was found imperative, statewise 
comparisons have also been reported to give an idea of regional ‘imbalances. In order to maintain 
readability, detailed statewise information has been appended. Those interested in information оп 


states can refer to Appendices. 
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1.5.3 A basic requirement of any development plan, including education, is the promotion of equality 
and equity, removal of inequities created by rural-urban bias, male-female discrimination and caste 
deprivations. An attempt has been made to provide data classified on area (rural/urban), sex and 
caste wherever such data were available. 


1.6 Educational Administration 


1.6.1 Both Centre and States are responsible for planning and administration of education. The 
constitutional amendment of 1976 made education a concurrent subject. The Union Government 
has so far not enacted any legislation on education. It has recently decided to amend the constitution 
to make elementary education a fundamental right. However, through policy guidelines, consultation 
and financial incentives the Central Government influences educational development. States have 
substantial autonomy in planning educational development in areas of their jurisdiction. Local bodies 
һауе also been vested with authority in education. Educational plans, priorities, outlays and targets 
. аге developed by mutual consultation among states, Ministry of HRD and the Planning Commission. 
1.6.2 Central Government has responsibility for administering education in the Union Territories. 
The MHRD also acts as a clearing house of information. It collects, compiles and publishes every 
year educational statistics covering the entire country. 

1.6.3 Administrative Structure: Administrative structure in education at the federal level and in the 
States is quite similar, although there may be some variations in nomenclature. Apart from the 
Ministries at the Centre and States, Districts and Blocks have offices for education. They administer 
and supervise the functioning of educational institutions. 


1.7 Educational Structure 


1.7.1 Notwithstanding the need for flexibility, a uniform pattern of education has come irito existence 
(104243). The +2 stage of senior secondary may be located in schools, colleges or both, depending 
upon local conditions. The broad pattern of school education in the country is as under: 

ж Pre-school stage of one to three years. у 

ж Elementary education of eight-years duration divided into first five years of primary education 

` followed by three years of upper primary (middle) education. 
ж Secondary stage (high school) of 2 years making a ten year secondary school ог high 
school education. 

* Senior secondary stage of 2 years (or +2 stage) after secondary stage. 

There are some state variations of grades comprising elementary and secondary gaat of 
education. 


1.8 Educational System 


1.8.1 The Education Commission 1964-66 made a detailed review of education in India including 
its structure. It examined the three channels of education —full time, part time and own-time. In this 
- context, the Commission observed, “Formal education now plays a greater part than it did previously 
at any time in history..." particularly for those who could not take advantage of facilities in full 
time schooling. The movement for alternative channels for acquiring education acted as a lead to 
formulation of two additional options to formal education, namely, non-formal and distance education. 
However, implementation of these programmes which took a long period of gestation (of about a 
decade) began with the recommendation of the Central Advisory Board of Education (CABE) in 
1974 that “the exclusive emphasis on formal system of education should be given up and a large 
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element of non-formal education should be introduced within the system”. It also emphasised distance 
education through correspondence courses. With development of information technology, distance 
education has gained greater momentum. Indian educational şystem at present comprises three 
distinct channels: 

(i) Formal Education. 

Gi) Non-Formal/Alternate Education. 

(ii) Distance Education. 
1.82 Formal education is the most dominant system. It is hierarchical in character, graded in 
structure and formal in nature, with prescribed syllabi, timings, instructions, etc. 


1.9 Methodology of Data Collection 


1.9.1 No new data were to be collected under this project. Data on various aspects of education and 
aspects allied to it were to be collected from secondary sources. No primary data has, therefore, 
been collected for this Compendium. We have drawn heavily from major educational data producer 
agencies of the country. It will be worthwhile to describe briefly the methods of data collection 
_ adopted by them. This will help in dispelling doubts about divergence in findings of different 
organisations. Further, this will also help in understanding the Scope and limitations of the statistics 
produced by them. The limitations under which their findings can be accepted to be reliable will 
depend on the mode of data collection, sample or census, definitions and concepts used, sampling 
‘procedures adopted and sampling and non-sampling errors. This section presents the methodology 
of data collection of the various organisations from whom data are being presented in this 
compendium. : 
1.9.2 Registrar General of India: There are two well-known methods of enumeration: (i) Canvasser 
method and (ii) Householder method. The first method is used in the Indian Census. Under this 
method, the enumerator visits every household and fills in a questionnaire on the basis of answers 
given by a respondent. In the second method questionnaire is either mailed or supplied to a household. 
The first method is preferred because of the low level of literacy in the country. Place of enumeration 
for each person can be where he is found at the time of census or at his usual residence. Some basic 
information about housing is collected during house listing which precedes the population census. 
Therefore, while household is the enumeration unit for housing statistics, households and individuals 
are enumeration units for population census. ‘An enumeration period of two to three weeks is fixed 
for data collections, which are updated with reference to the census date by revisional round after 
the enumeration period is over. The houseless population is generally counted on the last night of 
the enumeration period. In bigger states with expected population of 10 million or more data are 
processed on the basis of a 20% sample of census houses while on a full count basis in smaller 
States and UT’s. Primary census abstract tables on language, religion, caste etc. are prepared on the 
basis of samples. 
1.9.3 National Sample Survey Organisation (NSSO): As already stated, NSSO collects 
socio-economic statistics in the form of “rounds”, applying scientific sampling methods. Each round 
focuses on some main subject of enquiry. Their surveys are usually conducted by employing a 
two-stage stratified sampling design. The first stage units (FSU’s) are villages in rural areas and 
towns in urban areas. The second stage units are the households. The Census, immediately preceding 
NSS with some modifications if required, provides the sampling frame for First Stage Units. The 
organisation has contingents of adequately trained enumerators in all States and UT’s. They are 
oriented in concepts and definition, methods of sampling, selection of First Stage Units and 


households, etc. 
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1.9.4 Central Statistical Organisation (CSO): The CSO has been making effort to bridge data gaps 
for comprehensive development planning and monitoring of development plans by bringing out 
publications on some indicators/statistics on different socio-economic concerns produced by various 
organisations. They collect and publish secondary data. 

1.9.5 Ministry of Human Resource Development: The ministry adopts census mode for collection 
of data from different administrative levels in the country, consolidates them at the national level 

for publication in the form of various reports. Definitions and concepts have been standardised over 
the years for collection of data on various items. 

1.9.6 National Council of Educational Research and Training: NCERT is one of the largest producers 

of educational statistics primarily through its periodic All India Surveys. The data requirements of 

different Bureaus of the MHRD, departments of the NCERT, Planning Commission, etc., are assessed 
and, depending upon the feasibility of data collection, items of information suggested are included 
in the All India Educational Surveys. 


1.10 Difficulties 


-1.10.1 The data on number of institutions of various types at school stage, their enrolment, teachers, 
etc. did not present much of difficulty in putting them in this Compendium. These data are adequately 
documented in various sources. The major problem was faced in reporting financial data, which are 
not available in the formats required for the present volume. Another difficulty faced was in respect 
of the data relating to examination results of various Boards mainly because of a multiplicity of 
disciplines, number of years for reporting and the large number of examination boards involved. 
There is often large-scale non-response in respect of the secondary sources from which these have 
been culled out. The interpretations will, therefore, have to be accepted with a little caution. 


1,11 Methods to Overcome Difficulties’ 


1.11.1 So far as financial data are concerned authors have tried to report data available, be it by 
“sources” or “objects”. The indices of performance in case of Board examination results һауе been 
worked out for the reporting number of Boards. 

The continuous upgradation of the utility of the Compendium will substantially depend upon 
the input received from enlightened users. NCERT welcomes Suggestions for its improvement. 
Attempts will be made to bridge any data gaps pointed out to us by our readers wherever possible, 
depending, of course, on the availability of data. The present edition is the first attempt to put 
together in one volume some important educational statistics and statistics allied to education for 
the benefit of educational planners and administrators. It is hoped that this Compendium will prove 
to be a handy reference manual and facilitate day-to-day work of planning and administration. 
Research scholars are also likely to find this as a source material for their work. 
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2.1.1. Planning of educational facilities and services and administration of education require a 
detailed demographic data. There are two aspects of demography that are crucial to school education. 
First is the demographic characteristic of the population as revealed by the decennial census and the 
second is the population composition of habitations and villages in relation to educational facilities, 
as revealed by the All India Educational Surveys. The present chapter is devoted to the first aspect 
and draws extensively from the census reports. 

2.1.2 According to Census 2001 the provisional population of the country is 1027 million, comprising 
531 million males and 496 million females. The decadal growth in population is 21.34 percent. The 
country accounts for a meagre 2.4 percent of world's surface area but its share of world population 
is a staggering 16.7 percent. India's population continues to grow. India is the second most populous 
country in the world after China. It is now estimated that by 2050 India will most likely overtake 
China to become the most populous country in the world with 17.2 percent of the total world 
population. While China's population accounted in 1950 for.22 percent of world population that of 
India was 14.2 percent. 

2.1.3 Statewise population as indicated in 1991 Census is given in TABLE 2.1 with male-female 
and rural — urban breakup. The table also gives the population of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. Statewise provisional population for 2001 is given in TABLE 22.

2.2.1 Independent India's first Census was conducted in 1951. The data of earlier censuses are not

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comparable to partitioned post-independent India. Therefore, Census findings from 1951 onwards 
only are referred to in this Chapter. The growth rate given in the Statement 2.1 has been worked out 
using compound growth rate method. 

2.2.2 The population growth rate shows an increasing trend from 1951 to 1971. Thereafter, it 
continued to decline and registered a growth rate of 1.93 in 2001. In absolute terms population of 
the country increased by 162.97 million during the decade 1981-1991 which shows an average 
annual growth of 16.3 million per year. Thus we have been adding population almost equal to 
Australia each year. During three decades of 1961-1991 country's population almost doubled, with 
rural and urban population becoming respectively 1.74 fold and 2.76 fold. It has become almost 
three fold in 2001 of what it was half a century earlier in 1951. 


2.3 Decennial Growth of Population 
2.3.1 Decennial growth of population during the period 1951-2001 is given in the Statement 2.2

2.41 The five decades preceding 2001 have shown a population boom which continued in the last 
decade of the 20" century when India crossed the billion mark in May 2000. During the period 
1951-2001 the population of the country increased by 184.42%. Female population has shown a 
marginally lower growth rate than that of males. The overall female and male population growth 
during the 50 year period is expected to be 186.36 and 182.3 percent respectively according to the 
provisional population figures published by the RGI’s Office. Caste and rural-urban break-up of the 
population has yet not become available. 
2.4.2 The period 1951-2001, was marked by rapid growth of urban population. It increased almost 
4.56 times compared to rural population, which increased 2.48 times. Rural males and rural females 
more than doubled during the same period. Urban males and females increased by 367% and 345% 
respectively. 


2.5 Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Population

2.5.1 A perusal of Statement 2.4 shows that whereas Scheduled Castes comprised 14.67% in 1961, 
they constituted 16.4876 of the population in 1991. Scheduled Tribes have shown a faster growth; they 
were 8.08% in 1991 compared to their percentage of 6.86 to total population in 1961. Statewise percentage 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes population is given in Table 2.3 


2.6 Agewise Distribution of Child Population (1961-1991) 


2.6.1 The population in India is young; more than one-third (34.79%) of it was in the age-group 
6-21 in 1991. Statement 2.5 shows that over three decades 1961-1991 there has been a slight decline 
in the percentage of child population in all age groups, particularly in the decade 1981-1991. 
2.6.2 Table 2.4 indicates statewise projected child population in ће age groups 6-11 and 11-14 
years in 1998-99. Corresponding estimates for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes child 
population are given in Tables 2.5 and 2.6 respectively. These estimates made by the MHRD including 
those in Statement 2.6 based on the Report of the Technical Group on Population of the Planning 
Commission have been reported in the Selected Educational Statistic 1998-1989 MHRD, 2000.

2.7.1 The age-specific enrolment rates for boys and girls in age group 6-11, indicated 1 by the VI AIES 
were 73.20 and 59.17 respectively. Therefore the percentage of boys and girls in this аёе group who аге 
not in schools is 26.80 and 40.87 respectively. Since sex ratio is unfavourable to females, girl child 
population is less than the boys in different age groups. In view of their lower participation in education, 
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greater effort is needed for enrolling them in schools. Assuming the age-specific enrolment ratio over 
the period as constant, it seems that 16.19 million boys and 23.64 million girls in the age group 6-11 are 
out of school in the year. Similarly, the number of boys and girls in the age group 11-14 who are not in 
schools isrespectively 13.46 million and 18.63 million. Estimates of the number of children who would 
be out of school during 2016 are given below:

The above estimates gives an indication of the magnitude of the efforts that will have to be 
made for promoting enrolment of children of this age group if UEE is to be achieved within a 
reasonable time frame. 


2.8 Literacy 


2.8.1 In earlier censuses the entire population was taken into consideration for determination of 
literacy rates. This is now no longer the case. It was felt that children below the age of 6 or 7 could 
not be expected to attain literacy. Secondly, definition of literacy has also been modified in the 
latest Census. It is no longer mere capacity to put in ones signature. Entire population including 
population in the age group 0-4 has been taken into account in working out literacy rates’ in Statement 
2.7 except in 1981, 1991 and 2001 where the population in the age-group 0 to 6 has been excluded 
for calculating literacy rate. Literacy rate has increased almost four times from 1951 (16.67%) to 
2001 (65.38%). Female literacy rate has increased almost 7 times while that of males more than 3 
times during this period. For statewise census 1991 rural-urban, male-female literacy rates for total 
population and separately for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes population, and for census 
2001 information about provisional male/female and total literacy rates a reference is invited to 
Table 2.7 and Table 2.8 respectively.

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2.9.1 A little less than two thirds of the population (65.38%) is literate according to 2001 census 
indicating that substantial efforts are needed especially in case of females who lagged far behind the 
males to promote literacy. 


2.10 Sex Ratio 


2.10.1 Sex ratio (females per 1000 males) is an important indicator of women's status and 
‚ empowerment. The statement 2.9 shows sex ratio during decennial censuses from 1951 onwards 
and quinquennial projections upto 2016 after 1991.

2.10.2 Sex ratio is unfavourable to women. Preference for a male offspring, discrimination in 
general bringing up of boys and girls, their education and other social and economic opportunities 
seem to be the major factors. The projections made are a pointer to the fact that this adverse

situation will continue for years to come. There is need for creating social awareness against social 
practices of infanticide and prejudice against upliftment and empowerment of women. Furtherance 
of education among girls and women would be major instrument to fight such social practices. 


211 Educational Level of Population 


2.11.1 Broadly speaking the quality of population can be gauged by its level of education. The 
National Sample Survey Organisation (NSSO, 1998), in its 52" Round covered inter alia participation 
of population in education. Their report “Attending an Educational Institution in India: Its Level, 
Nature and Cost” gives details on educational services received by households. This information 
was collected from each sample household selected for the study. Information on age, sex, educational 
level attained, current enrolment and attendance status, etc. was collected from all the members of 
ages 5-24 years of a household. ' 5 5

2.11.3 It will be seen that rural illiteracy rate of 53.6% is more than 2 times the urban (23.09%) 
illiteracy rate with an over all figure of 45.7%. Female illiteracy (59.3%) is almost twice that of 
males (32.7%), indicative of the wide disparity that exists between the two. The rural-urban and 
male-female disparity increases as one moves up the education ladder. à 


2.12 Educational Level by Household Population 


The National Family Health Survey (NHFS-2), 1998-99 has provided data on the distribution of 
household population age 6 and above by literacy levels of education and median number of 
completed years of schooling according to age and sex, for India as well as statewise.

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2.13 Current pem and Educational am 


2.13.1 Current attendance refers to a person attending or not attending any educational institution. 
Statement 2.14 gives current attendance and enrolment status of population in the age group of 5-24 
years by classifying persons into “attending” and *not-attending". Those “attending” have further 
been classified according to the level of education - pre-primary, primary and post-primary. Those 
“not-attending” have been divided into two groups “enrolled” and “not-enrolled”. Figures in brackets 
are number of persons enrolled but not attending.

2.13.2 It appears that half the population in the age group 5-24 (50.2%) is not attending any 
educational institution, including 1 person in 1000 in the category of not-attending but enrolled. 
This seems quite surprising. The general perception is that though children may be on rolls of 
educational institutions, not all of them may actually be attending for a variety of reasons. If the 
phenomenon of non-attendance is in fact high, it is likely that schools consider them as being 
enrolled while households themselves might be considering these children as not currently enrolled 
any more. 


2.14 Attendance by Type of Education 


2.14.1 Education is broadly divided into two categories: (i) general education and (ii) technical and 
professional/vocational education. General education in the 52" NSSO round includes general school 
education from primary to higher secondary level and university education including professional 
education like engineering, medicine, etc. Technical and vocational courses offered by ITI’s, 
polytechnics etc. are included under technical and vocational education. A very small sample of 
387 students pursuing technical and vocational courses out of an estimated 6.45 lakh students were 
studied in this round. This is about 1.7% of total post-middle school level attendance. Sample size 
also was less than 30 in most States/U.T.’s. Therefore, data relating to general education have only 
been analysed and reported in Statement 2.15.

2.14.2 From the above Statement it is seen that out of 1000 students of 5-24 years of age, 564 are 
in classes I-V, 223 in classes VI-VIII, 109 in classes ІХ and Х апа 52 in classes ХІ and XII. There 
are only 41 students in classes above school level. Rural-urban and male-female disparity is clearly 
visible in the Statement, though in urban areas the male-female disparity is less. 


2.15 Labour Force and Child Labour 


2.15.1 Labour force is defined as the number of the persons working (or employed) and seeking or 
available for work (or employment). The labour force participation rates indicated in various NSSO 
rounds, as given in the Selected Socio-Economic Statistics, India, 1996 and 1997 (CSO, 1998) are 
reproduced in the Statement 2.16.

2.15.2 Labour Force Participation rate is an important indicator of the economic situation in a 
country. Percentages of male labour force participation in rural and urban areas were about 63 and 
60 respectively in 1993-94, The corresponding female percentages were 27 and 15 respectively. 
Almost all males in the age group 30-44 years in rural and urban areas were in the labour force. 
These percentages were as low as 43 and 24 in case of females. An interesting feature of the age 
composition of the labour force is participation of children of the age group 5-14, years indicating 
thereby prevalence of child labour because of poverty of the household. About 6% males and 6% 
females in rural areas compared to 3% males and 2% females in urban areas in this age group were 
in the labour force in 1993-94. Among the older people in the age group 60 years and above, the 
burden appears to be more on rural population than on urban population as the males and females in 
the former are about 1% times that of the latter. 


2.16 Educational Composition of Labour Force 


2.16.1 Statements 2.17 and 2.18 indicate educational composition of the labour force. It needs to be 
noted that data for years 1977-78 and earlier are not comparable to the data for 1993 and after. 
Figures relate to usual status of individuals. Figures for 1972-73 and 1977-78 relate to the population 
aged five years and above while figures for 1983 and1987-88 relate to the population aged 15 years 
and above. Thus the figures relating to 1983, 1987-88 and 1993-94 would be slightly lower if the 
persons in the labour force in the age group of 5-14 are included in the estimation.

2.16.2 The data indicate a slight qualitative improvement in educational composition of the labour 
force both in rural and urban areas. This is reflected in the decline in illiterate manpower and marginal 
improvement in proportion with higher qualifications over the period from 1983 to 1993-94. The 
position is illustrated in Graphs 2.5 and 2.6.

2.16.3 The government has always made an effort to provide employment to all eligible persons 
according to their qualifications and experience. It has however, not always been possible to do so. 
About 2% males and 1.4% females in rural areas and about 4.5% males and 8.2% females in urban 
areas were found to be unemployed during 1993-94. The unemployment rate may be lower in rural 
areas because many persons engaged in farming are employed in theit family vocations. 
Unemployment rates for females in both rural and urban areas have declined by more than 50% 
during 1977-78 and 1993-94. 

The rate was the highest in the 15-29 age group for both males and females in both rural and 
urban areas. The rate in the older age-group 60 years and above was lower than their labour force 
participation.

2.17.1 The number of registered jobseekers in employment exchanges has increased 21 times 
between 1961 and 1997.The growth from year to year has not been uniform. It may be noted that all 
jobseekers on the live register of employment exchanges may necessarily not be unemployed. They 
might be registered for purposes of seeking better employment. At the same time not all unemployed 
register. In this sense, the live register figures do not indicate the true magnitude of unemployed in 
the country.

3.1 Structure 


India has different types of schools. Andhra Pradesh, Arunachal Pradesh, Bihar, Haryana, H.P., Jammu 
and Kashmir, M.P, Manipur, Orissa, Punjab, Rajasthan, Sikkim, Tamil Nadu, Tripura, Uttar Pradesh., 
West Bengal, Andaman & Nicobar Islands, Chandigarh, Delhi and Pondicherry have primary schools 
comprising five classes while Assam, Goa, Gujarat, Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, Meghalaya, 
Mizoram, Dadra & Nagar Haveli, Daman & Diu and Lakshadweep have primary schools comprising 
four classes only. Nagaland has primary schools comprising six classes. So is the case for upper 
primary and high schools. But higher secondary schools have a uniform duration. They comprise 
grades XI and XII. It was one of the objectives of the First All India Educational Survey to plan 
rationally school areas for each primary, upper primary and high school so as to derive the maximum 
benefit with minimum of additional expenditure on existing schools and those to be opened or enlarged 
in future. The first Survey (1957), adopted the following criteria for planning school areas: 

“10. Primary Schools: Habitations with a population of 500 or more were considered for 
separate primary schools in them. Habitations with population ranging between 300 and 499 were 
considered for separate primary schools only in cases where there were no primary schóols (existing 
or proposed) within a walking distance of half a mile. In the case of habitations with a population of 
less than 300, these were tagged to existing or proposed schools within a distance of one mile (with 
a few exceptions). Alternatively these habitations were grouped in such a manner that their total 
population within a walking distance of one mile around the proposed school added up to at least 300. 
Habitations not fulfilling any of these conditions were considered for peripatetic teacher schools. 

11. Upper primary Schools: A habitation with a population of 1,500 was considered for a upper 
primary school. Habitations with a population of less than 1,500 each were grouped in such a 
manner that the total population of the habitations within a walking distance of three miles from the 
school added up to 1,500 or more. 

12. Secondary Schools: A habitation with a population of 5,000 or more justified a secondary · 
school. Habitations with a population of less than 5,000 each were grouped in such a manner that 
their total population within a walking distance of five miles from the school added up to 5,000 or 
more.” (II survey -p. 8) 

Education Commission, 1964-66 deliberated on the norms for establishing new schools and 
upgrading existing ones. It stated: “7.56 Primary schools: At this stage, accessibility is the overriding 
consideration and small schools, in spite of their heavier costs and lower efficiency must be accepted. 
The general rule should be to establish a lower primary school within a mile or so of the home of 
every child, and a higher primary school, within three miles. Villages with a population of 200-300 
should have a lower primary school and those with a population of 700 or more should have a 
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higher primary school.” (Report of the educational Commission page 303) With the passage of time, 
these norms have been improved and sharpened. States and UT administrations follow revised 
norms. By and large, the following norms are being followed by a majority of States: 
1. New Primary Schools: (i) Population 300 persons within a radius of 1 km. 

Gi) For hilly, desert and sparsely populated areas: 

Population 200 persons within a radius of 1 km. 

2. New Upper Primary Schools: (i) Population 500 persons within a radius of 3 km. 

Gi) At least 15 students in the terminal class. 
3. Secondary Schools: (i) Population 1000 persons within a radius of 8 km. 


4. Higher Secondary Schools: (i) Population 2000 persons within a radius of 8 km. 
School mapping exercises are being conducted to map out school areas where schools should 
actually be located. | 


3.2 Schools at the Time of Independence 


At the time of independence, India faced numerous problems in matters of school education. The 
availability of school education in the constituent units, which, in addition to the provinces under 
the British administration consisted of a large number of princely states, was uneven; it lacked 
linkages and uniformity. The duration differed from 2 to 4 years at different school stages amongst 
the integrated states and union territories. The system of education also differed. Curriculum differed 
' widely. There was no uniformity in pay scales of school teachers; these ranged between Rs, 50/-PM 
to Rs.300/-PM. In 1950-51, out of 2.31 lakh schools, only 7% schools were girls’ schools — half of 
these being in rural areas. The existence of peripatetic teacher schools in Maharashtra and Mysore 
have also been reported. A large number of primary schools were incomplete schools. A majority 
were housed in dilapidated buildings. In these 2.31 lakh schools of various types, enrolment was 
235.84 lakh of which only one fourth were girls; half of these girls belonged to urban areas as against 
17.3% urban population in 1951. 7.51 lakh teachers were in schools of which 42.7% were untrained 
and an equal percentage was non-matriculates, 15.36% were female teachers. Out of 2.31 lakh 
schools, 91% were primary, 6% upper primary and 3% high/higher secondary schools; around half 
were managed by local bodies, one-third were privately managed while the remaining one sixth were 
under government management. Total literacy percentage in 1951 was 18.33 of which female literacy 
was only 8.86% (Source: Education for All). There was no uniform policy on education except 
Article 45 of the Constitution which stipulated that the state shall endeavour to provide within a 
period of ten years from the commencement of the constitution free and compulsory education to all 
children until they complete the age of fourteen years. 

According to the First Educational Survey (1957) 71.42% rural habitations were served by primary 
schools or sections catering to 83.1% of the rural population within one mile while 50.33% rural 
habitations were served by upper primary schools/sections within three miles. 28.58% habitations 
(2.4 lakh in number) with 16.9% population (4.73 crore persons) were not served by primary education. 
Half the habitations in India were not served by upper primary schools while two-third rural habitations 
were not served by secondary school sections in 1957 within the prescribed distance. 


3.3 Steps Taken to Expand and Improve School Education 


After independence, apart from expansion of school education (which was taken up on a massive 
scale), school consolidation and school improvement programmes were also started both by Central 
and State Governments. The latter initiated programmes like development of infrastructure through 
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planned effort. The plan allocations for elementary education were made non-divisible and non- 
divertible. Special sub-plans for areas inhabited predominantly by SC’s/ST’s were also conceived of 
and implemented. Education policy, formulated in 1968 on the basis of the Kothari Commission 
Report (1964-66), was adopted. In 1976 school education was included in the concurrent list of the 
Constitution to provide for direct intervention by the Central Government. The National Policy on 
Education 1986, amended in 1992, was adopted with a clear cut Programme of Action. A uniform 
pattern of school education was accepted and implemented in most States and U.T.’s. A uniform 10 
year schooling was implemented in the country. School curriculum was developed by NCERT and 
accordingly textbooks were also prepared. Central Government started its own schools like Kendriya 
Vidyalyas, Sainik Schools, Military Schools, Tibetan Schools throughout the country. Navodaya 
Vidyalyas were established to cater to the education of talented children belonging to underprivileged 
sections. 73% and 74% Constitutional amendment, provide for greater involvement of local bodies 
and communities. Further, programmes like Operation Blackboard, District Primary Education 
Programme, improvement of science education, free hostels for children belonging to SC’s/ST’s 
and District Institutes of Education & Training (DIETS), etc were started by the Central Government. 
Recently the Central Government has launched a new programme, “Sarvashiksha Abhiyan” for 
achieving goal of Universal Elementary Education by 2010. 


3.4 Expansion of Schools 


In the context of the above scenario, the most important task faced by the country was to expand 
school education so as to make it available to children within reasonable walking distance from 
their habitations. The progress achieved in providing schooling facilities from 1951 through 1998 is 
indicated in the Statement below:

Between 1950-51 and 1998-99, primary schools multiplied three times, upper primary schools 
fourteen times while high and higher secondary schools more than fifteen times. Percentage wise 
primary schools increased by 199%, upper primary schools by 1299% and high/higher secondary 
schools by 144376. On the whole, schools increased by 303 percent when compared to their number 
in 1950-51.

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In 1965 a child in India had to walk more than one and a half kilometres to reach a primary school 
or section from his/her house which, depending on the topographical nature of the locality can be 
quite tiresome for a child of the age covered under primary schooling. Although schooling facilities 
have expanded substantially, children have still to walk long distances to reach a school. Serious 
efforts have, therefore, to be made to decrease this distance so as to bring all children to schools. In 
achieving the goal, a number of problems encountered are: scattered character of the population in 
deserts, hilly regions etc. Strategies to deal with these and other problems have to be designed. 
Statement 3.3 indicates the availability of schooling facilities per 10,000 population. It would seem 
that the establishment of schools has not kept pace with the growth of population.

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3.6 Girls Primary Schools 


Initially, separate schools used to be established for girls. Hence girls primary schools increased 
substantially, by more than 82% up to the year 1965: their number began decreasing, the number 
declined to 2.55% in 1993 from 6.63% in 1950-51. This decline was both in rural and urban areas. 
A plausible reason could be the realisation that children at this age can be educated together in 
co-educational schools. Only in a small number of places where sufficient girls enrolment becomes 
available, separate schools for them continue to exist.

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The total number of girls primary schools has marginally increased - the total increase, percentage 
wise between 1950-1993 is only 4.85% in the last 43 years as against the overall increase of 199% 
(Statement 3.1) in primary schools. State-wise details for 1993 are at Table 32. 


3.7 Girls’ Upper Primary Schools 

Upper primary schools show a mixed trend. In some cases there is a preference for separate girls 
schools while others think that co-educational upper primary schools can serve the purpose of 
providing upper primary school education to them. This is the reason for the number of girls upper 
primary schools increasing although percentage-wise a declining trend is observed from 1950-51 
onwards. Fifty percent upper primary schools continue to exist. Statement 3.5 given below 


shows girls upper primary schools increased five times as against total increase of fourteen times 
(Statement 3.1) for all upper primary schools in the same period.

3.8 Girls’ High/Higher Secondary Schools 

In case of secondary education, there is a preference for separate high and higher secondary schools 
for girls. However the decrease in the percentage of such schools is not large. In 1950-51, the 
percentage of high school (HS) and higher secondary schools (HSS) for girls was only 14.59, which 
decreased to 11.64 in 1993, the decrease being only 20.22%. This preference is indicated among 
other things by the overall increase of separate schools for girls which between 1950-1993 was 
877% (See Statement 3.6).

3.9 Rural/Urban Primary Schools 


Considerable expansion of schooling facilities has taken place both in rural and urban areas. The 
number of primary schools in urban areas almost doubled between 1950 апа: 1993 increasing from 
34000 to 63000. In rural areas, on the other hand, they increased from 1.76 lakh in 1950-51 to 5.08 
lakh in 1993 i.e. almost three times. The total number of primary schools increased from 2.10 lakh 
in 1950-51 to 5.7 lakh in 1993-94, indicating an increase of 172%. Statement 3.7 indicates the 
number of primary schools in rural/urban areas and the percentage increase over 1950-51.

3.10 Rural/Urban Upper Primary and Secondary Schools 


In case of upper primary schools, the increase during the period is quite substantial. From a small . 
number of 14000 in 1950-51, their number increased to 1.63 lakh or by 1097 percent over 1950-51. 
The number increased both in rural and urban areas as will be seen from Statement 3.8 given below, 
(State-wise details are in Table 3.2).

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3.11 Schools By Management 


In 1973 government primary schools accounted for 51 percent of the total number of schools. In 1978, 
1986 and 1993 a large percentage of primary. schools was under local bodies. Government (G) and 
‚ local bodies (LB) put together continued to own more than 92% of primary schools. The contribution of 
private agencies, as indicated in the Statement 3.10, has been small and restricted to certain specific 
areas. The percentage of private aided (PA) schools has been slowly decreasing over the years while 
the percentage of private unaided schools (PUA) has been increasing (See table 3.3).

Government schools coritinued to account for a majority of upper primary schools, the percentage 
of such schools ranging between 40 to 50. Government and Local Body schools together accounted 
for between 75% to 80% of schools; the private sector (aided and unaided put together) had a share 
ranging between 21% to 25%.

The ratio of private managed to government managed 
varied between 63:37 in 1973; 61:39 in 1978; 55:45 in 1986 and 53:47 in 1993. However, a declining 
trend in the privately managed schools is observed while Government’s share in the management of 
secondary and higher secondary schools has been increasing steadily. Further, private aided high/ 
higher secondary schools which received annual grant from the government accounted for the largest 
number of high/higher secondary schools.

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3.12 Contribution of Private Sector to Elementary Education In States 


In 1973, more than 56.6076 primary schools in Kerala were under private management. The percentage 
increased to 57.55% in 1978 and rose to more than 60% in 1986 and 1993. In Andhra Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Maharashtra, Meghalaya, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu, Tripura, U.P., West Bengal and Delhi 
majority of primary schools were under the management of local bodies. In states like Manipur, 
Meghalaya, Mizoram, Tamil Nadu, U.P., Chandigarh, Delhi and Pondicherry private sector also 
played a significant role. In Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Goa, Haryana, H.P., J&K, Karnataka, 
Nagaland, Orissa, Punjab, Sikkim, Andaman & Nicobar Islands, Dadra & Nagar Haveli and Daman 
and Diu more than 90% primary schools were under government management. In Lakashdweep 
100% primary schools were managed by government. Statement 3.13 gives statewise percentages 
of primary schools under different managements.

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In 1993 all upper primary schools in Sikkim, Daman & Diu and Lakshadweep were managed by 
government. In Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, H.P., J&K, Maharashtra, Orissa, Punjab, Tripura 
and A&N Islands 90-99% upper primary schools were under government. In Andhra Pradesh, Goa, 
Gujarat, Haryana, Karnataka, M.P., Mizoram, Nagaland, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu, U.P., D&NH and 
Pondicherry 50-90% upper primary schools were managed by government. In Kerala, Manipur, 
Meghalaya, West Bengal, Chandigarh and Delhi majority of upper primary schools were under 
private management. Remaining six States/Union Territories have less than 50% upper primary 
schools managed by government. Government and local bodies put together managed 75% to 79% 
of upper primary schools during the years of four surveys, leaving thereby a fraction of one-fifth to 
one-fourth upper primary schools managed by the private sector. Statewise details are at Table 3.4 
and statewise percentages are given in Statement 3.14.

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3.13 Contribution of Private Sector to High/Higher Secondary Education 


In Union Territory of Lakshadweep, all schools are under government management, In Arunachal 
Pradesh and D&NH privately managed number of high/higher secondary schools have now come to 
be established (1993). In Goa, Gujarat, Maharashtra, Meghalaya, Orissa, U.P. and West Bengal, more 
than 70% high and higher secondary schools were privately managed in 1993. While in 1973, 79% of 
Bihar high and higher secondary schools were under private management, the percentage of such 
schools shot up to 97% іп 1978 and then declined to 7 to 9% in 1986 and 1993. This was probably due to 
the state government taking over the management of privately managed schools. In Karnataka and 
Kerala the percentage of high/higher secondary schools under private management ranged between 
60-70% during 1973-1993, The responsibility of private unaided schools continued to increase and 
expand during these surveys, In Tamil Nadu and UT of Delhi, 30 to 40% high/higher secondary schools 
were under private management. In UT of Chandigarh, private sector managed 40-50% high and 
higher secondary schools. In the remaining 10 States and Union Territories, the private sector accounted 
for less than 25% of high and higher secondary schools. On the whole, private sector managed about 
62.95% of high and higher secondary schools in 1973. The share declined to 60.85% in 1978; 54.78% 
in 1986 and to 52.95% in 1993. Details are available in Table 3,5, while statewise percentages are 
available in the Statement 3.15,

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3.14 Rural Habitations Served /Unserved by Schools 


A habitation is a distinct cluster of contiguous houses with local name and with a population of 25 
persons in the plains and 10 persons in hilly/desert areas. The concept of habitations has been used 
for planning the provision of schools with the possibility of children not compelled to walk long 
distances for reaching a school. The habitation concept is particularly relevant in universalisation 
of elementary education where the objectives is to make schools available near the homes of children. 
Іп some areas like the tribal areas, where population is scattered, location of schools closer to 
households, is an important Strategy for providing schooling facilities. according to the first All 
India Educational Survey (1957) only 71.42% rural habitations accounting for 83.10% of the rural 
Population, were served by primary schools/sections within a reasonable walking distance from the 
habitations. In other words 28.58% of rural habitations accounting for 16.90% of rural population

were not served by primary schools/sections. By the Second Survey (1965) 87.23% rural habitations 
(accounting for 94.95% population) had come to be served within the prescribed walking distance, 
12.77% rural habitations (accounting for 5.05% population) remained unserved. The third Survey 
(1973) indicated that the availability of facility had declined as 75.55% habitations (accounting for 
90.34% population) were served by primary schools/sections while the remaining 24.45% habitations 
(accounting for 9.66% population) remained unserved. In 1978, however, 80.23% habitations 
(accounting for 92.82% population) were served by primary schools/ sections while 19.77% habitations 
(accounting for 7.18% population) were not served by primary school sections. In 1986, the coverage 
of habitations increased marginally to 83.84% (accounting for substantial rural population of 94.45%) 
served by primary schools/sections within reasonable walking distance. The 1993 educational survey 
has shown that percentages of rural habitations served and population covered have marginally 
declined, though the number of habitations and population served progressively increased from third 
(1973) survey onwards. The slight decrease in habitations served between second (1965) and t'iird 
(1973) survey was mainly due to the criteria adopted. Upto 1965 (Second/Third) 1 mile and 3 mile 
distance were taken into consideration while in third survey the distance criteria were changed to 1 
km for primary schooling and 3 km for upper primary schooling. In case of secondary sections 
(which will be discussed later) the served habitations were taken as those falling within 8 kms of 
walking distance.

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In case of upper primary schools, one-half of habitations were served and remaining half were 
not served while the population in the first was 56% and in the unserved half it accounted for 44% 
only according to first survey (1957). By the time of second survey (1965) a substantial increase in 
coverage of habitations with schooling facilities has taken place, as 73% rural habitations were 
served, accounting for 82% rural population, leaving 27% rural habitations accounting for 18% rural 
population unserved. According to third (1973) survey the coverage of habitations and population 
served declined substantially to 57% (from 73%) and 72% (from 82%) respectively. The main 
reason as already stated was the revised distance criteria. The coverage of habitations and population 
served with schooling facilities has been progressively increasing; habitations served also increased 
from 57% (1973) to 67% (1978), to 74% (1986) and to 76% (1993); the percentage of population 
served increased from 72.96 (1973), to 79% (1978), to 84% (1986) and to 85% (1993). On the other 
hand, habitations and rural population not served has steadily declined. Statewise percentage of

The coverage increased to 71% in 1965 (Second 
survey) declined to 66% in 1973 (Third survey) and thereafter continued to increase to 82% in 1978 
(Fourth survey), 87% in 1986 (Fifth survey) and 90% in 1993 (Sixth survey).

From 7.16% in 1978, the percentage increased to 7.92% in 1986 and to 11.36% in 
1993 (fourth survey). Similarly the Scheduled Tribes habitations increased from 15.94% in 1978, to 
16.72% in 1986 and to 18.36% in fourth survey (1993). In 7.16% rural habitations predominantly 
populated by Scheduled Castes, the population of Scheduled Castes was 4.56% of total rural population.

96% һай ргїтагу Чез! in 1 1978, 
68.58% had upper primary, 77.61% had secondary and 44.83% had higher secondary education 
facilities within reasonable walking distance. The coverage of habitations by primary school sections 
increased from 77.96% in 1978 to 81.59% in 1986 and to 82.30% habitations in 1993. Upper primary 
school facilities increased from 68.58% habitations in 1978 to-74.43% in 1986 and to 77.64% in 
1993. Secondary schooling facilities were available in 77.61% habitations in1978, they increased to 
81.63% in 1986 and then decreased to 73.01% habitations in 1993. On the other hand 22.04% 
habitations in 1978 were not served by primary school sections within a reasonable walking distance 
which decreased to 18.41% in 1986 and then to 17.70% in 1993. Although there was a decrease in 
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the percentage of uncovered habitations, decrease was very slow. Similarly, the percentage of 
uncovered habitations with upper primary school sections decreased from 31.42 in 1978 to 25.57 in 
1986 and then to 22.36 in 1993. In case of secondary school facilities, the percentage of uncovered 
habitations decreased from 22.39 in 1978 to 18.37 in 1986. In 1993, however, the percentage - 
increased to 26.99. In case of higher secondary schools 44.83% habitations had the facility within a 
reasonable walking distance in 1978, which increased to 52.50% in 1986 and to 61.35% in 1993. 
With regard to scheduled caste population, 88.94% was served by primary school sections in 
1978. The percentage increased to 91.14 in 1986 and remained almost at the same level of 91.32 in 
1993. Therefore, the population not served by primary school sections was 11.06% in 1978, 8.86% in 
1986 and 8.68% in 1993. As regards upper primary schools, 74.14% of the population was served in 
1978. The coverage increased further to 79.38% in 1986 and to 82.54% in 1993. Thus one-fourth of 
the population which was uncovered in 1978 decreased to one-fifth in 1986 and then slightly less than 
one-sixth in 1993. The percentage decrease was very small. In case of secondary sections, 82.96% 
population was served in 1978 which increased to 85.58% in 1986 and decreased to 78.03% in 1993. 


As regards senior secondary sections, 50.15% of the SC population was served in 1978, this increased 
to 57.95% in 1986 and then to 67.03% in 1993.

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68.52% of Scheduled Tribes habitations were served by primary school sections in 1978; the 
percentage increased to 74.46 in 1986 and 76.31 in 1993. Conversely, uncovered habitations 
decreased from 31.48% in 1978 to 25.54% in 1986 and to 23.69% in 1993, There is a definite 
declining trend but the percentage of decrease is slow. In case of upper primary schools, the uncovered 
habitations came down from 57.23% in 1978 to 47.01% in 1986 and 40.04% in 1993. Here also the 
increase in the provision of facilities in Scheduled Tribe habitations is very slow. Since habitations 
are sparsely populated, provision of educational facilities in each and every habitation is not 
economically viable. The possibility of providing alternative schooling for these habitations needs to 
be explored. The coverage under higher secondary schools has been sharper, the percentage 
increasing from 15.26 in 1978 to 20.50 in 1986 and then to 36.57 in 1993. 

As regards Scheduled Tribes population, 82.99% population was served by primary schools 
sections in 1978. The coverage increased to 88.35% and remained at somewhat the same level of 
88.55% in 1993. The percentage of uncovered Scheduled Tribes population was 17.01% in 1978; it 
decreased to 11.65% in 1986 and was at a slightly lower level at 11.45% in 1993. The percentage of 
population served by upper primary schools/sections, was 53.77% in 1978, 63.86% in 1986 and 
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68.95% in 1993. Conversely, there was 46.23% uncovered Meca in 1978; 36.14% in 1986, 
31.05% in 1993. As regards secondary sections, 51.89% Scheduled Tribes population was served 
by these sections in 1978; the percentage increased to 63.82% in 1986 and 75.83% in 1993. The 
percentage of unserved population was 48.11% in 1978; decreased to 36.18% and to 24.17% in 
1993. The position of higher secondary school education indicates that more than 93% of the 
population was unserved in 1978. The position improved with the result that the unserved population 
percentage decreased to 73.44 in 1986 and further to 56.62 in 1993.

3.17 School Education in Villages 
As indicated earlier school education in India generally comprises the following four stages, namely: 


— Primary Stage (classes I-V) 

— Upper Primary Stage (classes VI-VII) 

— Secondary Stage (classes ІХ-Х) 

— Higher Secondary Stage (classes XI-XII) 

There is some variation among states in the comparison of classes at first three stages. For 
instance, primary and upper primary stage consists in some states of seven years. Consequently, 
classes УШ, IX and X comprise in these states the secondary stage. Higher secondary stage of 
grades ХІ and XII is uniformly available in this country. 

The position of schooling facilities in villages revealed by the last two educational surveys is 
given below: :

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The above table indicates that there has been a definite increase in the villages covered by 
primary school facilities both in all villages as also those predominantly populated Scheduled castes 
and Scheduled tribes. In case of villages predominantly populated by Scheduled Castes, the increase 
has been marginal. In case of upper primary schools again there has been a perceptible increase in 
the percentage of villages covered in respect of all villages and those predominantly populated by 
Scheduled tribes. There is a marginal increase in the expansion of upper primary and secondary 
schools in villages predominantly populated by Scheduled Castes. So far as higher secondary schools 
are concerned, a decreasing trend in the percentage of villages covered by the facility has been 
observed. The increase in the percentage of all villages covered under higher secondary schools has 
been marginal. { 


3.18 Pre-Primary Education in Villages 


Early childhood education. covers the age-group 3-5 years. It is not compulsory. The Education 
Department is therefore not obliged to provide facility for such education. At present the Social 
Welfare Department is the principal agency providing pre-school education through its balwadi and 
anganwadi under the Integrated Community Development © згуісеѕ. Apart from some early childhood 
education centres being run by the Education Departments, non-government organisations and private 
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management have established pre-schools, nurseries and kindergartens for children of this 
age-group. 

There were 633570 villages in India according to the 1993 Educational survey. Of these 47105 
villages were uninhabited leaving the number of inhabited villages as 586465. Between 1986 and 1993, 
the number of inhabited villages increased from 579148 to 586465 i.e. by 7317. Percentage-wise this 
increase was 1.26%. Out of 586465 villages as many as 41,835 (7.13%) villages are predominantly 
populated by Scheduled Castes and 98,184 (16.74%) by Scheduled Tribes. The percentage of villages 
predominantly populated by Scheduled Castes has not changed much in 1993 (from 1986), while 
there has been a slight increase in the percentage of villages predominantly populated by Scheduled 
Tribes between 1986 and 1993. Out of the 579148 villages in 1986, 15.12% had balwadi/anganwadi 
facilities and 2.50% had facilities for pre-primary education. By 1993, substantial increase in these 
facilities took place is 27.07% villages had anganwadi-balwadi facilities, and 4.24% villages had 
facilities for pre-primary education. The percentage of villages with anganwadi/balwadi facilities 
- increased by 81.38%, and with pre-primary education facilities increased by 71.93% during this 

period. State-wise details are at Table 3.18 and 3.19. 

In 1993, 158779 villages had anganwadi/balwadi facilities, 7386 villages had independent 
pre-primary schools and 17489 villages were with pre-primary classes attached to other schools. 
Thus 29.76% of villages had pre-primary education facility. The highest percentage was in D&NH 
closely followed by Sikkim, Manipur, Tripura, Pondicherry, Nagaland, Chandigarh, Goa. The lowest 
percentage of villages with pre-primary education facilities was in Bihar (9.81%), closely followed 
by U.P., H.P. and Rajasthan. In 174540 (29.76%) villages with pre-primary education facilities, 
there were 267420 institutions of various types of which 234422 (87.66%) were anganwadi/balwadies; 
10,376(3.88%) were independent pre-primary schools and 22622(8.46%) were attached pre-primary 
schools. Apparently some of villages had more than one type of pre-primary education facility. Since 
the coverage of villages with this facility is 174540 (29.76%) only, remaining 411925 (70.24%) do not 
have any type of pre-primary education facility. Education Department will need to assume greater 
responsibility for promotion of pre-primary education with its efforts being supplemented by the 
social Welfare Department in the form of anganwadis/balwadis under the Integrated Community 
Development Scheme (ICDS). In IV All India Educational Survey, pre-primary education facilities 
were not covered. In the Ш All India Educational Survey, only the number of pre-primary schools 
(including Balwadis) were enumerated which was 33316. But these were not linked to villages in the 
manner the data are presented now. The progress of balwadis/anganwadis, pre-primary schools 
during the last two educational surveys are given in Statement 3.32. '

While the percentage of villages has increased marginally during 1986-1993, there has been 
substantial increase in the percentage of villages having pre-primary education facilities. The overall 
coverage is, however, not very large. The coverage for Balwadis/Anganwadis is slightly more than 
one fourth of the total number of villages and 1.26% with independent pre-primary schools while 
only 2.98% villages have pre-primary classes attached to some other schools. 


3.19 Non-formal Education Centres in Villages 


The programme of non-formal education was initiated by the Department of Education from 
1979-80. Consequently, information about non-formal education centres began to be collected from 
IV All India Educational Survey. Comparative position about the availability of these centres is given 
in Statement 3.34.

(NFE). Of these 84752 (14.45%) had this facility at primary level, 4466 (0.76%) at upper primary 
level and 2110 (0.36%) at both primary and upper primary levels. Further, the largest number of NFE 
centres was in UP followed by MP, Andhra Pradesh, Orissa, Assam, Rajasthan, Bihar, J&K, Karnataka, 
Nagaland, Punjab, Tripura, West Bengal, and U.T. of D & М Haveli, Daman and Diu, Lakshadweep 
and Pondicherry had no NFE centres. Of the States/U.T.’s which were implementing the scheme of 
NFE, the lowest number of NFE centres was in Gujarat followed by Goa and Himachal Pradesh. Out 
of the total number of centres, 94.52% were located in rural areas and the remaining 5.48% in urban 
areas. Further, out of the total number of 120544 NFE centres, 93.94% were managed by Government 
agencies and the remaining 6.06% by voluntary agencies. Of the number of NFE centres managed by 
voluntary agencies, 96% were located in rural areas and 4% in urban areas. In the case of Government 
managed NFE centres 94% were located in rural areas and 6% in urban areas. In Arunachal Pradesh, 
Goa, Himachal Pradesh, J&K and UT of A&N Islands all centres were located in rural areas and none 
in urban areas. Among educationally backward states, West Bengal had not implemented the scheme. 
A total of 30.68 lakh children were receiving instructions in these centre; 16.57 lakh were boys and 
14.11 lakh were girls. Details are available in Table 3.20 and 3.21. 
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3.20 Education for Children with Disabilities 


School education facilities for disabled children continue to be scanty. The III All India Educational 
Survey, indicated that 37 villages had schools for the handicapped children. IV All India Educational 
Survey did not cover this item. The V AII India Educational Survey indicated that there were 356 
(79 villages and 277 urban areas) villages/urban areas which had schools for the disabled. Details 


are given below:

Only 241 villages out of 586465 villages had schooling facility for the handicapped children In 
1993; the facility was available in 334 urban areas. There were 272 schools in rural areas and 630 
schools in urban areas. Sikkim and U.T. of D & N Haveli, Daman and Diu, and Lakshadweep had 
no schooling facility for the disabled. U.P., Chandigarh, Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Goa, J&K had 
no such schooling facility for the disabled in rural areas and all schools for the disabled in these 
States/UTs were located in urban areas. On the other hand, Manipur had no such schooling facility 
for the disabled in urban areas and it was available only in rural areas. There were 1400 centres for 
the different categories of disabled children. Of these, 288 (20.57%) were for the blind, 418 (29.86%) 
for deaf and dumb, 366 (26.14%) for orthopaedically handicapped and 243 (17.36%) for mentally 
retarded children. In addition 85 centres (6.07%) were indicated to be available for other disabilities 
without their nature being clearly specified. In these special education centres, 47262 children with 
different disabilities were receiving instructional care. Of these 10021 (21.20%) were blind, 17936 
(37.95%) were deaf & dumb, 8556 (18.10%) were orthopedically handicapped and 7412 
(15.68%) were mentally retarded. Details are available in Table 3.22. 


3.21 Unrecognised Schools in Villages 


For the first time, information about unrecognised schools in India was collected through the III All 
India Educational Survey (1973). These schools were however not linked to villages though detailed 
information was collected through the school form. The number of unrecognised schools in 1973 
was as follows:

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The data about unrecognised schools for 1993 indicate: Out of 586465 inhabited villages, as 
many as 26953 (4.60%) villages had unrecognised primary schools, 7437 ((1.27%) had unrecognised 
upper primary schools, 4083 (0.70%) villages had unrecognised secondary schools and 926 (0. 16%) 
villages had unrecognised higher secondary schools. Though U.P. had the highest number of villages 
viz., 1.13 lakh, (19.23%) in the country, it had second highest number of villages with different 
types of unrecognised schools. Assam had the highest number of 11000 villages (1.87%) with 
different types of such schools. Information about villages having unrecognised schools is in the 
Statement given below.

26953 villages, with unrecognised facility for primary education, had 38030 primary schools 
and 7434 villages had 8972 upper primary schools. Similarly in 4083 villages with unrecognised- 
secondary education facility, there were 4523 unrecognised secondary schools. 

Pondicherry Lakshadweep, Daman & Diu and A & N Islands had no villages with any kind of 
unrecognised schools. Amongst the states, Goa had the lowest number of unrecognised schools, 
Orissa had the highest number of villages with unrecognised higher secondary schools. U.P. had the 
highest number of higher secondary unrecognised schools in the villages. Statewise details are at 
Table 3.23. 


FACILITIES 


4.1 Introduction 


Suitable physical facilities, teaching aids and equipment and educational inputs help in motivating 
children’s participation in education. Similarly, well-equipped laboratories and good library facilities 
are required for an effective teaching-learning environment for the children of higher age groups. 
The availability of these infrastructural and other facilities has been measured principally through 
information collected in All India Educational surveys. Information on these aspects is not available 
from any other source. In this chapter developments in the provision of these facilities has been 
traced from the second survey to sixth survey. Information only on those items included here on 
which time series data are available. Further, information in respect of institutions has been given 
categorywise, (i.e., primary, upper primary, secondary and higher secondary schools), area wise 
(1.е., rural and urban) and management wise (i.e., government, local body, private aided and for 
private unaided schools). Statewise data have been given in appended tables as made available by 
the latest survey. 

So far six surveys have been conducted. The first with reference year of 1957 was conducted by 
MHRD. The subsequent surveys with reference years 1965, 1973, 1978, 1986 and 1993 were 
conducted by the NCERT. In each survey, after the first, more items of information have been 
added. Information on many of these allow a judgement on the status and quality of school education. 
In the first two surveys, information on facilities was confined to buildings, playground facilities 
and hostel facility for secondary sections in rural areas. In the third survey, information was collected 
on a number of items viz., buildings, ancillary facilities, playgrounds, furniture for teachers and 
students, chalks and dusters, black boards, text book banks, games and sports material, libraries and 
science laboratories. The fourth survey provided information on (i) buildings, (ii) playgrounds, 
(iii) ancillary facilities, (iv) furniture for teachers and students, (v) text book banks, (vi) libraries, 
(vii) black boards and chalks, (viii) games and sports material, (ix) drinking water, urinals and 
lavatories, (x) medical check up and vaccination/inoculation. In the fifth survey, items of information 
were : (i) buildings, (ii) black boards and furniture for teachers and students, (iii) almirahs and 
trunks for storing records, (iv) chalks and dusters, (v) library and allied facilities, (vi) playground 
facility, (vii) games played and material available for these games, (viii) children participating in 
games after school hours, (ix) ancillary facilities, (x) contingency funds, (xi) science laboratories. 
In the sixth AIES items of information included (i) buildings, (ii) ancillary facilities, (iii) black 
boards,-and furniture for teachers and students, (iv) almirahs and trunks for storing records, 
(v) chalks and dusters, (vi) Library and allied facilities, (vii) contingency funds, (viii) playground 
facility, (ix) games played and material available, (x) percentage of curriculum time assigned to 
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sports and games, (xi) children participating in games after school hours, (xii) medical check up and 
vaccination/inoculation of students. 


4.2 School Buildings 


Building is a major and significant aspect of schooling. The data on buildings have been collected in 
all the six surveys conducted so far. The scope of the first two surveys was limited to data on 
ownership of school building and if a school was running in shifts or sharing a building. In the third 
survey, the scope was considerably widened and information was sought on the following aspects 
of school buildings (i) ownership, (ii) condition, (iii) shortage of rooms and potential for expansion, 
(iv) areas available for instructional and non-instructional purposes, (v) scope for farming and 
agriculture, (vi) hostel facility and number of inmates. The fourth survey included information on 
(i) ownership of school building, (ii) condition of school building, (iii) shortage of accommodation 
and expansion potential. In the fifth survey the same items of information were included. While the 
sixth survey provided information on the same items as in the fourth and the fifth surveys, additional 
information on following items was also collected: (i) total number of rooms and average number 
of rooms used for instructional purposes, (ii) total number of rooms used for instructional purposes, 
(iii) covered area, (iv) campus area . 


4.2.1 Ownership of Building 


The data have been collected from second survey to the fifth survey. Items of information in the 
second survey were: owned, rented and not owned but rent free. In the third survey information was 
collected on schools having their own buildings; rented; rent-free; partly owned and partly rented; 
partly owned and partly rent-free; partly rented and partly rent-free; partly owned, partly rented and 
partly rent-free. In the fourth and fifth Survey information was collected on schools having owned, 
rented and rent-free buildings. In the sixth AIES, information was not collected on ownership, 
instead it was collected on ownership of school premises. Statement 4.1 shows that there has been 
a substantial increase in the ownership of school buildings between the second АТЕ$ to the fifth 
AIES. In rural areas the situation has improved; 83.31% schools had acquired their own buildings. 
In urban areas the position has deteriorated, from 76.58% to 66.37% schools owning buildings. 


4.2.1.1 In India a majority of population live in rural areas. Therefore more schools are required in 
rural areas in comparison to urban areas. Statement 4.1 gives the number of schools having their 
own buildings in rural and urban areas from second survey to fifth survey.

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4.2.1 .2 Upper Primary Schools: Statement 4.3 shows that there has been an overall improvement 
in ownership of school buildings in two decades. The percentage of such schools having increased 
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from 72.48 to 86.75. In rural areas, a majority of schools have acquired their own buildings the 
increase being from 74.17% to 92.10%. In urban areas however percentage of upper primary schools 
having their own buildings has declined marginally and about 64% of schools were shown to have

Pucca Building : It is important for a school to not only own a building, but also to have a proper, 
structure i.e. pucca building. The data on this was collected from third survey onwards. Information 
has been collected on pucca buildings, partly pucca, kachha, thatched huts and schools in tents and 
open space. Here data only on schools in pucca buildings are discussed. Statement 4.11 shows that 
nearly two-thirds of schools in the country are in pucca buildings. By sixth All India Educational 
Survey about 65% schools in rural areas and around 77% schools in urban areas had pucca buildings.

The provision of drinking water and toilets (urinals and lavatories) are important for smooth functioning 
of a school. The availability of separate urinals and lavatories for girls is significant particularly in 
upper primary classes onwards to promote girls enrolment and participation. The data indicate that a 
large number of schools still do not have these basic facilities. The shortage is particularly noticeable 
in respect of urinals and lavatories, specially for girls. 


4.3.1 Primary Schools: As is evident from Statement 4.40 availability of facilities is poor. In rural 
areas, even the drinking water is not available for more than 50% schools. Urinals, lavatories 
particularly separate for girls are almost not there in rural areas. The percentage of rural schools 
having separate urinals and lavatories for girls was 5.5 and 2.4 in 1993.

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4.4 Playground Facilities 


Since Independence various committees and commission on education have emphasised the importance 
of physical education and sports for all round development of school students. It has been suggested 
that these should be made compulsory at all stages of school education. The status of availability of 
playground facility in schools has been measured through different surveys. Statement 4.48 shows 
that in rural areas availability of playgrounds has decreased substantially from the fourth to the sixth 
survey. In urban areas it has declined in between fourth and fifth survey but improved in the sixth 
survey. The availability is higher in private aided and private unaided schools in comparison to 


government and local body schools.

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4.4.1 Primary Schools: The percentage of primary schools having playgrounds increased between 
fourth and fifth survey but decreased between fifth and sixth survey both in rural and urban areas.

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4.5 Textbook Bank 


Textbook bank facility is very important for needy children, since poor parents find it difficult to 
purchase textbooks and other materials for their children. Statement 4.53 shows that in primary 
schools, textbook bank facility was available in a very small percentage of schools both in fifth and 
sixth survey. The percentage of schools under these facilities had increased substantially in the case 
of secondary and higher secondary schools. In the case of primary and upper primary schools, 
availability of textbook banks is much less than secondary and higher secondary schools the reason 
being that generally free provision of textbooks to children enrolled at elementary school stage 
which operates the needs for having textbook banks from which students can borrow textbooks for 
their use.

School library is an integral part of school education. It supplements classroom teaching and if fully 
provided, allows students to upgrade their knowledge and read for pleasure. As is evident from 
Statement 4.54 the position of school library is satisfactory in secondary and higher secondary schools. 
The availability of libraries in schools does not how ever indicate the number of books and other 
materials in them quality and usefulness of these materials and the extent to which they are used by 


students and teachers.

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4.7 Classroom Material 


In classroom material the availability of blackboards, furniture for teachers and furniture for students 
has been included in the survey. The utility of blackboards in classroom teaching is quite obvious 
considering that in many cases as this may be the only affordable visual aid. Similarly, mats/furniture 
for students and furniture for teachers are essential requirements for a smooth functioning of a 
School. The data indicate that a large percentage of rural schools suffer from acute deficiencies of 
these materials. 


4.7.1 Primary Schools: Statement below shows that though there has been lot of improvement in 
availability of classroom material between fifth and sixth survey the situation in a large percentage 
of primary schools is difficult. The improvement that has taken place is more in urban areas than in 
rural areas.

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4.8 Chalksticks and Dusters 
Chalks and dusters are very important in a classroom teaching. In fact without chalks no meaningful 
teaching can take place particularly in primary and upper primary schools where students need visual 
presentation of concepts. Statement 4.59 reveals that availability of chalks and dusters has decreased 
from fifth to sixth survey both in rural and urban areas. In case of primary schools in rural areas, the 
percentage has gone down considerably.

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4.9 Science Laboratories 


4.9.1 A science laboratory is essential for teaching of science. To monitor their availability, information 
on science laboratories was collected through different surveys. It was collected for the first time in the 
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third survey (1973). The information collected pertained to schools teaching science and having separate 
laboratories for all subjects, separate laboratories for some subjects and combined laboratories for all 
subjects. Information is available according to management, area and also statewise. The fourth survey 
conducted in 1978 did not include in this item. Information was collected in the fifth and sixth surveys 
conducted in 1986 and 1993 respectively. In the fifth survey information was collected on schools 
teaching science and having separate laboratories for physics/chemistry and biology combined 
laboratories, and schools not having a laboratory. Information is available only on the total number of 
schools and statewise. In the sixth survey, information was collected more extensively on schools 
teaching science and having separate laboratories for physics/ chemistry/biology; combined laboratories 
forphysics, chemistry but not forbiology; combined laboratories for physics, chemistry but separate for 
biology; schools not having a laboratory. The information is available according to area, management 
and also statewise. In all these surveys information has been collected both from secondary and higher 
secondary schools. While a combined laboratory is the requirement at the secondary stage, separate 
laboratories for each of the subject regarded as essential at the higher secondary stage. 


4.9.1.1 Secondary Schools! Stage : Information on science laboratories in secondary schools/ 
stages has been collected from the third survey to sixth survey but not in the fourth survey. The 
formats of information differ from survey to survey. The information have been clubbed into three 
groups viz. schools having separate lab for all the subjects; combined lab and schools not having any 
laboratory. Statement shows that the percentage of schools having either separate laboratories or 
combined laboratories has decreased from third survey onwards while the number of schools not 
having a laboratory has gone up to 40.27% by sixth survey.

5.1.1 Тһе country has made considerable progress in its efforts to achieve universal elementary 
education (UEE), though it has not been possible to achieve the goal so far. The establishment ofa 
large number of schools, particularly at elementary stage in rural areas has provided universal 
access to children. But some inhibiting factors - physical, social and economic operate-have proved 
to be impediment, for an early achievement of this goal. Physical or geographical barriers have 
been sought to be removed by fixing criteria for provision of a primary school at a walkable distance 
of 1 Km in habitations for a minimum population of 300 in rural areas. The criterion for provision 
of middle school/section to a habitation or a group of habitations with a population of 500 or more 
provided out-turn of primary schools in the catchment area is at least 15 and there is no school 
within 3 Km radius. " 
5.1.2 The provision of separate schools for girls, provision of female teachers and various awareness 
programmes have helped in promoting girls education. A number of incentive schemes has also 
been introduced for children belonging to socially and economically disadvantaged classes. As a 
cumulative effect of all these measures, enrolment at various stages of school education has registered 
a tremendous growth. 


5.2 Uniformity in Structure of School Stages 


5.2.1 The structure of school education varies from state to state. These variations are, however, 
minor. For the purpose of a uniform presentation of enrolment data at the national level classes I to 
V are taken to constitute primary stage, classes VI to УШ the upper primary stage, classes IX and X 
secondary stage and classes XI and XII as higher secondary stage. 


5.3 Enrolment 


5.3.1 The enrolment data presented in this section relate to 1950-51, which has been assumed to be 
the base year for gauging the progress that has been made. Subsequent quinquennial years up to the 
year 1995-96 have been adopted for the purpose. For 1996-97, 1997-98 and 1998-99 and 
1999-2000 statistics have been given for each year. Enrolment data for 1995-96, 1996-97, 1997-98, 
1998-99 and 1999-2000 are reported to be provisional. They have been taken from the Selected 
Educational Statistics a document of the MHRD, 1999-2000, 2001.

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5.3.2 With 1950-51 as the base year, enrolment іп 1999-2000 has increased about six times at the 
primary stage, 13.5 times at the upper primary stage and 17 times at the two stages of secondary and 
senior secondary together. Enrolment of girls has registered a faster growth increasing to 9 times, 34 
times and 52 times respectively at these three stages. However, enrolment data for 1999-2000 
supplied by the MHRD, show a decrease of 9.24% in case of boys, 3.82% decrease in case of girls 
and 7.19% decrease in enrolment at the secondary and higher secondary stages compared to the 
previous year.

5.3.3 As pointed out in para 5,3.2 there has been tremendous increase in enrolment at all stages of 
school education, especially in the case of girls. The percentage increase in enrolment presented in 
the Statement 5.2 shows a mixed trend as depicted in the Graphs 5.2, 5.3 and 5.4.

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The total enrolment at the primary stage shows an increasing trend all through except for 1997-

in1996-97. It declined slightly in 1997-98 showing a modest recovery in 1998-99, Enrolment of 
girls after exhibiting a substantial growth upto 1996-97 declined slightly in 1997-98 registering а 
modest recovery in the following year. A similar trend is visible for boys enrolment, indicating а 
modest recovery in 1998-99 after a sharp decline in 1997-98.

Enrolment at secondary and senior secondary stages increased sharply up to 1996-97; thereafter 

the growth has been moderate. In case of boys increase is sharp up to 1996-97 but gradual thereafter. 
However, there has been a sharp increase in girls enrolment through out the period. In 1999-2000 
there was a decline in the overall enrolment as well as in the enrolment of boys and girls. 
5.3.4 All India Educational Surveys (ATES) are another source of enrolment data. These surveys 
provide data ona numberof variables in relation to enrolment like class, age, sex, stage, area (rural/urban), 
management etc. It will be worthwhile to briefly report at one place the findings of these surveys on 
enrolment in this section.

5.3.5 Enrolment at primary and upper primary stages increased 2 times and 3.33 times respectively 
from II AIES to VI AIES. 

5.3.6 Structural changes were introduced at the senior secondary/higher secondary stage. Higher 
secondary/senior secondary stages, which were earlier part of college education in some states, 
became distinct school stage in all states.

According to the VI AIES a little more than two-thirds (68.82%) of the enrolment in all schools is 
accounted for by rural schools. Share of rural enrolment shows a declining trend as we move from 
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p 
lower to higher stages of education. Whereas it accounted for three fourths (74. 14.69%) at primary 
stage, it accounted for 63.03 percent at the upper primary stage to 55.32 percent at secondary and 
38.14 percent at the higher secondary stage. This is true in case of both boys and girls. 

5.4.2 Rural enrolment at primary stage increased by 89.96% from II to VI survey. The corresponding 
increase at upper primary stage is 263.58%; 370.02% at the secondary stage and 392.54% at higher 
secondary stage. W 


5.5 Enrolment in Urban Schools 


5.5.1 Enrolment at different stages in urban areas is shown in Statement 5.6. The enrolment at 
primary stage increased about 2.5 times from II to VI AIES. The growth in enrolment at higher 
secondary stages has been faster, more so in case of girls.

5.6 Enrolment by Management 


5.6.1 Since most primary schools (92.10%) are managed by government and local bodies, their 
enrolment is more than four times the enrolment of privately managed primary schools, both aided 
and unaided. While enrolment in urban primary schools is almost equally divided between schools 
managed by government and those under private management, more than 90% of enrolment in 
rural primary schools is in schools under government management as revealed by the VI AIES. 
5.6.2 The role of private managements at the upper primary stage was subdued accounting for 
41.97% of the enrolment. Government and local bodies played a dominant role in enrolling students 
at this stage accounting for more than two thirds (67.71%) of rural enrolment. However, their 
contribution appears to have decreased in urban areas where private schools account for 58.78% of 
the enrolment as revealed by the VI AIES.

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5,7 Classwise Enrolment

respectively. Tables 5.4, 5.5 and 5.6 give this information for the VI AIES. Tables 5.7, 5.8 and 5.9 
provide corresponding information for rural areas. Tables 5.10, 5.11 and 5.12 also provide classwise 
information and information on scheduled castes and scheduled tribes enrolment. 


5,8 Enrolment in Different Categories of Schools 


The УІ AIES gives statewise enrolment in different categories of schools besides enrolment at various 
stages of school education. Tables 5.21, 5.22 and 5.23 show statewise enrolment in different categories 
of schools, total, rural and urban respectively. Tables 5.13, 5.14 and 5.15 give statewise and stagewise 
enrolment for 1999-00 for all, scheduled castes and scheduled tribes students respectively. Table 5.16 
provides statewise and stagewise enrolment for V and VI AIES. 


5.9 Enrolment of Girls 


5.9.1 Achievement of the goal of universal elementary education requires substantial expansion of 
enrolment of girls so that gap between the enrolment of boys and girls is bridged. Though a lot of 
progress has been made in removing the enrolment disparity, the problem persists in States/UTs 
like Bihar, J&K, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Uttar Pradesh, Rajasthan and Dadra & Nagar Haveli 
where percentage of girls enrolment in classes I - ХИ is less than the national average of 42.03.

5,9,2 Statement 5.8 indicates the percentage of girls’ enrolment to total enrolment from 1950-51 to 
1999-00 at different school stages. Girls were in an unfavorable position in 1950-51, as they 
constituted only 28.12%, 16.13% and 13.33% respectively at the primary, upper primary and 
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secondary/senior secondary stages. Their percentage has not only improved but has almost become 
equal in 1999-2000; when their percentages at these Stages rose respectively to 43.57, 40.37 and 
39.29. The increase has been steady but gradual. A graphical presentation of the growth in girls 
enrolment is depicted in the Graph 5.6. Statewise percentage of girls’ enrolment at different school 
stages for 1999-00 is given in Tables 5.17, 5.18 and 5.19. Table 5.20 give statewise and stagewise 
percentage of girls enrolment in V and the VI AIES.

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5.9.3 Primary Stage: Meghalaya (50.14%) and Kerala (48.67%) occupied first two positions in 
the percentage enrolment of girls’ at primary stage on 30.9.1993 (Table 37, P-301, Sixth All India 
Educational Survey, Main Report, NCERT, 1999). In 1998-99 statistics published by MHRD we find 
that while Meghalaya (49.90%) has retained its first position Kerala (48.60%) has been relegated to 
the third position after Himachal Pradesh (49.33%). 

States like Bihar, Gujarat, J&K, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh and the 
Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli fall below the national percentage of girls’ enrolment at 
the primary stage. Gujarat and Madhya Pradesh and Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli are 
quite close to the national average. 


5.9.4 Upper Primary Stage: Kerala (48.27%) and Meghalaya (51.46%) have exchanged their position 
in 1998-99 when compared to the VI ATES (1993). At the national level girls account for 40.50% of 
the total enrolment at this stage. The States and Union Territories, which are below this level, are 
Bihar, J&K, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

States of Meghalaya, Sikkim and Delhi have the distinction of having more than 50 percent 
enrolment of girls. It appears that factors, other than demographic composition of the population 
have made this possible because the sex ratio in these states is 954, 835 and 808 respectively. In 
half of the States and Union Territories girls constitute between 45-50 percent of enrolment. 


5.9.5 Secondary Stage: The percentage of girls enrolment in the country at this stage in 1998-99 
was 38.23; the States which were below this level were Bihar, J&K, Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan, 
Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. Orissa appears to have improved its position by passing the national 
average compared to the earlier two Stages. Kerala has asserted its pre-eminent position after 
having been relegated to а lower position at the two stages as already discussed. However, Delhi 
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proves to be а top scorer with 52.58 percent girls’ enrolment. A marginal improvement in percentage 
of girls’ enrolment has occurred in 1998-99 compared to the 36.47 percent in VI AIES. 


5.9.6 Senior Secondary Stage: The percentage of girls’ enrolment at 37.63 is marginally lower 
than that at the secondary level. States and Union Territories, which fall below the national average, 
are Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, J&K, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan, Tripura, Uttar 
Pradesh and West Bengal. Girls constitute less than one-forth of the enrolment at this stage in West 
Bengal. The top three positions are occupied by Delhi, Chandigarh and Lakshadweep being Union 
Territories they receive more favourable treatment. However, among states Kerala, Goa, and 
Meghalaya occupy the top three positions. In the north-eastern states Meghalaya is emerging as an 
advanced state so far as the education of girls at the school level is concerned. It has almost reached 
the level of enrolment of girls equal to that of boys at the school stage. 


5.10 Enrolment of Scheduled Castes 


5.10.1 Primary Stage: One among every five students enrolled at primary stage belongs to the 
Scheduled Caste communities according to the VI AIES. This appears to be encouraging in the 
context of the percentage of 16.48 of Scheduled Caste population to total population in the country. 
A comparison of statewise figures in column 3 and 5 of Table 5.24 shows that the percentage of 
Scheduled Castes to the total enrolment is higher than the percentage of Scheduled Castes in the 
total population except in Rajasthan where it is marginally lower. 

The growth has been faster in the case of girls’ enrolment. Enrolment of Scheduled Caste girls 
increased by 195 percent over the period 1973-1993 whereas enrolment of Scheduled Caste boys 
increased by 106 percent over the same period (see Ш AIES Table 5.25) 


5.10.2 Upper Primary Stage: One among every six (15.56%) students enrolled at this stage is from 
Scheduled Castes. Compared to their share in the total population enrolment of scheduled caste 
children seem satisfactory in Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Goa, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Karnataka, 
Madhya Pradesh, Punjab, Rajasthan, Sikkim, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and Delhi. 

The increase in Scheduled Caste enrolment has been faster in comparison to that at the primary 
stage. During 1973-1993 enrolments of Scheduled Caste boys and girls increased by 266 percent 
and 551 percent respectively. 


5.10.3 Secondary Stage: As is true for enrolment in general where a decreasing trend in enrolment 
from lower to upper stages of education is found the same phenomenon is visible in the case of 
Scheduled Castes also. Their percentage of enrolment at the secondary stage is 13.72, much lower 
than their share in the total population. The growth of their enrolment over the last four surveys has 
been fast as compared to that at the upper primary stage. Enrolment of Scheduled Caste boys and 
girls has increased by 258.59% and 582.48% respectively between 1973-1993. States where their 
representation is more than what could be expected on the basis of population are Arunachal Pradesh, 
Assam, Gujarat, Kerala, Maharashtra, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Tamil Nadu. 


5.10.4 Senior Secondary Stage: The percentage of Scheduled Caste enrolment in the total enrolment 
at this stage is 12.09. In Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Gujarat, Maharashtra, Manipur, Meghalaya, 
D & N Haveli and Lakshadweep their percentage enrolment is more than their respective percentages 
in the population. Both boys and girls have shown faster growth in enrolment at this stage as 
compared to other stages. However, girls have out paced boys in this regard by showing three times 


faster growth than that of boys. 
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5.11 Enrolment of Scheduled Tribes 


5.11.1 Primary Stage: Almost one in every eleven students enrolled at primary stage is a Scheduled 
Tribe as against 8.08% of Scheduled Tribe population in India according to the VI AIES. Their share 
of enrolment is more than their share in the population of States/UTs except in Madhya Pradesh, 
Orissa, Rajasthan, Sikkim, West Bengal and A&N Islands. 

Scheduled. Tribe enrolment has increased by about 147 percent between III and VI AIES. 
Table 5.27 indicates that Scheduled Tribe girls have registered growth of 220 percent while boys of 
the communities have registered a growth of 113 percent. 


5.11.2 Upper Primary Stage: Scheduled Tribes account for 5.85% of the enrolment at this stage 
indicating much less representation compared to their share in population in the country indicated 
by VI AIES. States like Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, Mizoram and Nagland where the population 
is largely of Scheduled Tribes appear to offer fair representation to them at this stage since percentage 
of their enrolment is more than their percentage of the population. Table 5.26 shows states where 
the situation is just the reverse call for special attention for promoting enrolment of scheduled tribe 
students. 

Enrolment of Scheduled Tribes has almost four times. Enrolment of both Scheduled Tribe 
boys and girls has increased much faster at this stage compared to that of the primary stage, increasing 
by 334.30% and 520.40% respectively (Table 5.27). 


5.11.3 Secondary Stage: Percentage of Scheduled Tribe enrolment has marginally declined to 
5.25 from 5.85 at the upper primary stage. In Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Goa, Mizoram, Meghalaya, 
Uttar Pradesh and Lakshadweep the percentage of enrolment of Scheduled Tribes is more than their 
percentage in the population. States/UTs where the situation is just the reverse need special attention 
for enhancing the enrolment of Scheduled Tribes, especially those which have a sizeable Scheduled 
Tribes population (Table 5.26). 

There has been seven-fold increase in Scheduled Tribe enrolment with boys registering a 
seven-fold increase and girls eleven fold increase over the intervening period of III to VI AIES. 


5.11.4 Senior Secondary Stage: The percentage of Scheduled Tribe enrolment at this stage during 
the VI AIES was 4.04 (Table 5.26). While in Nagaland all pupils at this stage are girls in Assam and 
Goa the percentage of girls is more than the percentage population of Scheduled Tribes. 

The growth in enrolment - total, boys and girls - has been almost at the same level as at the 
secondary stage. The over all Scheduled Tribe enrolment at this stage has increased by 703.44 
percent (Table 5.27). 


5.12 Gross Enrolment Ratio (GER) 


5.12.1 Three important indicators give an idea of the proportion of population that is enrolled at 
different levels in educational institutions. They are gross enrolment ratio, age-specific enrolment 
ratio and net enrolment ratio. The NSSO has considered attendance instead of enrolment as an 
important indicator. It has defined attendance indicators for age-group 6-10 years for classes I to V 
for primary stage in its 52™ round (1995-96). There is some compatibility in the definition of GER’s 
adopted by the MHRD and the NCERT. Their findings are discussed in the sections 5.12.2 to 
5.12.8. The findings of NSSO are discussed in section 5.13.

5.12.3 Primary Stage: No definite trend is visible from the GER’s of the boys, girls and all children. 
There is a fluctuation in values as displayed in GRAPHS. However, a redeeming feature is that at the 
end of the last century it was much higher than at mid-twentieth century. GER’s in case of boys, girls 
and total enrolmentat the primary stage peaked during the period 1990-1991 and 1994-1995 withan ebb 
during 1992-1993. After the second peak these have almost stabilised in all the three cases.

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5.12.4 Upper Primary Stage: GER’s peaked till 1990-1991, thereafter there is a depression to 
1993-1994 with an increase during 1994-1995, followed by depression. However the GER during 
1999-2000 was more than three times than what it was in the mid-century year 1950-1951. A similar 
trend is shown by the GER of boys and girls. Being provisional, enrolment statistics for 1994 onwards 
have to be interpreted with a degree of caution for both primary and upper primary stages.

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5.12.5 Elementary Stage: Taking primary and upper primary stages together, we find a 
trend similar to that found at the primary stage is visible, with peak periods being 1990-1991 and 
1994-1995 followed by leveling off thereafter. 

5.12.6 GER at Primary Stage in States/U.T.’s: GER for boys, girls and total enrolment in classes 
Ito V is 90.04,73.10 and 81.85 respectively according to the VI AIES (Table 5.28). It is lower than 
the national level in case of boys, girls and total enrolment in Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Jammu and 
Kashmir, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. In Haryana and Nagaland though the girls GER is marginally 
better than the All India level, that of boys and total enrolment is lower than the corresponding 


national average. 
The highest GER for boys, girls and total enrolment is in Mizoram among the States and in 


Lakshdweep among the Union Territories. 
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5.12.7 СЕК at Upper Primary stage in STATES/U.T.’s: The value of GER’s Гог classes VI to 
ҮШ for boys, girls and total enrolment at the national level are 62.10, 45.42 and 54.2 respectively. 
The corresponding lowest GER values are 40.57, 20.70 and 31.60 all in case of Bihar. The highest 
GER values are found to be in case of boys (101.08) and total enrolment (96.34) in Goa. In case of 
girls at 94.81 is highest in Kerala. In case of U.T.’s boys, girls and total highest GER’s are found in 
Lakshdweep and the lowest values are found in D&N Haveli. 

States/U.T.'s where all the three GER's — boys, girls and total are lower than the national 
averages are Andhra Pradesh, Arunachal Pradesh, Bihar, J&K, Nagaland, Orissa, Rajasthan, Uttar 
Pradesh, West Bengal. In Assam, Meghalaya and Tripura only boys GER is lower than the national 
average. GER's of boys and total enrolment are lower than the corresponding national averages in 
Sikkim and Meghalaya. [Refer to TABLE 5.29 for GER values found in five AIES.] 


5.13 Gross Attendance Ratio 


Gross Attendance Ratio is the ratio of number of persons attending classes I – V to the estimated 
population of age-group 6-10. Here, while the denominator consists of official age-group, the numerator 
may include both over-aged and under-aged children as long as they are studying in classes I- V, 
resulting in overestimation. Similarly it can be defined for classes VI — УШ, while age group will be 
11-14 years. у

5.13.2 The gross attendance ratios for the classes I-V and classes VI- VIII are 85 and 65 respectively. 
These ratios decrease as we move to higher classes. The percentage of males is better at all school 
stages . The urban ratios are higher than the corresponding rural values. 


5.14 Dropout Rate 


5.141 Dropout Rate : Rate of drop out has been defined as percentage of the number of children 
to total enrolment dropping out of the school educational system. This is a crude method of working 
out dropout rates since it does not take into account, among other things, repeaters, who are enrolled 
after 30^ September. While, it is a basic indicator of the efficiency of the system, the figures ought 
to be interpreted with a great deal of caution. There are a number of other more scientific methods 
for estimating these rates.

5.142 Classes I to У: In 1999-00 there was a marginal difference between the dropout rates of 
boys (38.67) and girls (42.28) with dropout rate of total enrolment (40.25) of classes I to V. The 
dropout in case of boys, girls and total enrolment shows a decreasing trend over the period 1960-61 
to 1990-91. It increased slightly during 1992-93 and decreased again in 1999-00.

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5.14.3 Classes VI to УШ: The dropout rate in these classes was more than that in the lower 
classes for boys, girls as well as for total enrolment in 1999-2000. A trend similar to classes I to V is 
observed in these classes also, over the years the rate of drop out has decreased.

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5.14.4 Dropout іп States/U.T.’s: Enrolment in classes I to X as percentage of enrolment in class I 
in 1993 is in Table 5.30. The figures can be used for calculating crude dropout rate in States/UT’s 
[Table 5.30] and treated as crude measures of retention rates. The dropout rate can be found by 
subtracting retention rate from 100. This indicator does not take into account repeaters. A perusal of 
TABLE 5.30 indicates that the dropout in classes I to V and classes VI to VIII is 45.37 and 
63.3 respectively. Kerala and Pondicherry do not show any dropout at these levels. Among other 
States/U.T.’s the maximum dropout from classes I to V appears to be in Rajasthan while the minimum 
dropout is in Lakshadweep. Dropout appears to be maximum in Meghalaya in case of Classes VI to 
VIII whereas it is minimum in Goa. 


5.15 Pupil Teacher Ratio (PTR)

5.15.1 А judicious balance has to be struck between the number of pupil and the number of teachers 
for optimum utilisation of educational facilities, and pedagogical requirement of efficient class 
room management and instruction. It is believed that lower the pupil teacher ratio greater the 
possibilities of individual attention to pupil although no definitive research evidence is available for 
it. Pupil teacher ratio between 30 to 40 at primary and upper primary stages is considered to be 
appropriate while at secondary and senior secondary stages it could be between 20 to 30. 
5.15.2 The pupil teacher ratios in primary, upper primary and secondary and higher secondary 
schools were 24, 20 and 21 respectively in 1950-51 while the corresponding figures for 1999-2000 
are 43, 38 and 32. The ratios have worsened mainly due to the inability of state governments to 
provide adequate financial resources for the appointment of teachers required to cater to additional 
enrolments. 
The discussion that follows is based on the findings of the VI AIES. The reader is advised to 

refer to Tables 5.31 and 5.32. 
5.15.3 Pupil-Teacher Ratio in Primary Schools: The over all pupil teacher ratio in primary 
schools in the country was 40. This ratio is higher in rural schools and varies from 42 in local body 
schools to 31 in private aided schools. 

: The lowest PTR is found in Sikkim (11). Its value is 20 or less in Goa, Manipur, Nagaland and 
A&N Islands. On the other extreme are states like Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Haryana, West Bengal 
and Delhi with PTR 43 or more, indicating over crowded classes.

5.15.4 Pupil Teacher Ratio in Upper Primary Schools: The PTR in upper primary schools in the 
country was 36. Rural and urban schools differ marginally. Local body schools (38) have the highest 
PTR while it is lowest in private aided schools. 

The lowest PTR was found in upper primary schools in Sikkim (15) and in Manipur where it 
was slightly higher. States where it has crossed the value of 40 are Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Gujarat, 
Haryana, Karnataka and Tamil Nadu with Karnataka having maximum value of 55. 

5.15.5 Pupil Teacher Ratio in Secondary Schools: At the national level PTR was 30 with rural 
and urban PTR’s being 29 and 32 respectively. It is the lowest in private unaided (27) and maximum 
in local body (33) secondary schools. 

PTR was the highest in West Bengal (38) and lowest in Mizoram (17). States /U.T.’s where 
PTR was 30 or more are Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Tamilnadu, Uttar Pradesh and Pondicherry. It was less than 20 in Jammu and Kashmir, Manipur, 
Mizoram, Orissa, Sikkim and Lakshadweep. 

5.15.5 Pupil Teacher Ratio in Higher Secondary Schools: The PTR at 34 was higher than that 
found in secondary schools. The rural (34) and urban (35) schools differed marginally. Private 
aided (38) schools had the highest ratio and in private unaided schools the minimum (31). 

Highest PTR was found in Tamil Nadu (40) and lowest in Lakshadweep (18). It is worthwhile 
to note that in no State/U.T’s PTR has crossed the value of 40. There are instances where it is less 
than 20, like Jammu and Kashmir, Manipur, Sikkim, A&N Islands and Lakshadweep. 


5.16 Non-Formal Education (NFE) 


5.16.1 Non-formal education (NFE) as ап alternative to formal schooling, which is not accessible 
to a sizeable proportion of children for social and economic reasons were initiated for imparting 
learning skills to the deprived and disadvantaged who could not attend schooling on a full time 
basis. The functioning of the NFE centres is so tailored in terms of their curricula, timings, 
venue, etc. that suits children without preventing them from assisting their families in household 
chores or economically remuneration activities. From the fourth survey onwards, information 
about NFE has been collected. In the fourth survey information on number of villages having the 
NFE facility, and number of participants in these centres was collected; the information was 
limited to rural areas. In the fifth ATES, in addition to the information collected in the fourth 
survey, managementwise information regarding non-formal education centers was collected. 
Further it was collected both from rural and urban areas. In the sixth AIES, scope was further 
broadened and information was also collected on number of participants separately for centres 
established by the government and voluntary agencies. Information was also collected on the 
number of instructors working in NFE Centres. 

5.16.2 Non-Formal Education in Rural Areas : Statement 5.13 gives information regarding 
number of villages with NFE facility.

5163 The IV AIES indicated that only 4.74% villages had NFE centres. The percentage increased 
substantially and by VI survey there was a quantum jump increasing this percentage of villages with 
МЕЕ centres had increased to 15.6. Simultaneously there have been efforts to provide formal education. 
The slight decline from 16.2 percent in V survey to 15.6% in VI survey could be attributed to the 
effort to bring more children under formal schooling. 
5.16.4 Enrolment in МЕЕ Centres : The enrolment of children of the age-group 6-14 in rural МЕЕ 
centres has increased substantially from IV to У AIES, more than fourteen times of what it was 
earlier. But from V to VI AIES increase has been modest 4.55% in the enrolment of rural NFE 
centres while urban enrolment has shown a sharp decline of about one-fifth. The over all increase 
in enrolment during VI AIES on У AIES has been a mere 2.49%.

5.16.5 Participation of girls in non-normal education in 1978 was а mere 29.86% in rural centres. 
It increased to 42.29 in 1986 and to 45.69 in 1993. By and large the participation rate of girls during 
the previous two surveys has been quite at par with boys more so in urban areas. A large majority 
of children in NFE centres is in rural areas. 

5.16.6 К will be worthwhile to assess the role of NFE centres and their contribution in furthering 
the cause of UEE in terms of the coverage of the child population. The following statement 
summarises the position as obtained during VI AIES.

5.16.7 About 64.99% children of the age-group 6-14 are pursuing education. Of these 63.18% аге 
in formal education while 1.81% are in non-formal education. The corresponding percentages in 
case of girls are 55 and 1.74 respectively. 

5.16.8 About 61.28% of rural children of the age group 6-14 are in formal schools while only 
(2.29%) are in non-formal centres. The corresponding figures for urban areas are 68.57% and 0.44% 
respectively. 

5.16.9 32,80,010 children are reported to be studying іп NFE centres. Of these 15,11,074 (46.07%) 
are girls. The majority of these children, i.e., 30,72,412 (93.67%) are from rural areas. Similarly 
out of a total of 15,11,074 girls enrolled in NFE centres. 14,03,757 (92.90%) belong to rural areas 
and the remaining 1,07,317 (7.10%) are in urban areas.

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5.16.10. Government funded non-formal education centres are catering to the majority of children 
both in rural and urban areas. These agencies account for 93.4156 of the total children studying in 
NFE Centres. 

5.16.11 Voluntary agencies appear to be playing a minor role. NFE centres run by them account for 
a mere 6.59% of the total enrolment of NFE. 


5.17 Pre-Primary Education 


5.17.1 Pre-school years are important for the overall development of the child. Pre-school education, 
preceding formal schooling serves a number of purposes. It helps to promote school readiness and 
removes the fear associated, with a formal school. The pre-school experience helps a child to become 
independent while being away from the protected environment of his/herhome. Pre-primary education 
is available in Balwadis/Anganwadis established under the Integrated Community Development 
services programme, and in pre-primary schools which may be independent or attached to formal 
schools. These facilities are available in urban areas on a large scale provided through the efforts of 
private managements. Complete enumeration of such facilities has been found to be very difficult, 
particularly because of the absence of any regulatory mechanism. The need of pre-primary education 
is being increasingly felt; so is the awareness of its importance. 
5.17.2 The first attempt to assess the status of pre-primary education in the country was made in 
III AIES with reference date being 31" December 1973. In this survey information was collected on 
the following items: number of institutions in rural/urban areas, managementwise institutions, whether 
functioning independently or as a part of higher classes, enrolment, sexwise number of teachers, 
medium of instruction used and the time devoted to different activities. 
5.17.3 In the fourth AIES, information on pre-primary education was not collected. In the fifth 
AIES, information was collected on the number of rural/urban areas having pre-primary education 
facility, number of institutions in them, and also whether institutions were independent or functioned 
as part of higher classes. In the sixth AIES scope was broadened and information was collected on 
the number of villages having the facility, number of institutions, sexwise number of teachers and 
sexwise number of children studying in pre-primary education institutions. 


Pre-Primary Education In 1973 


5.17.4 Inthe Third AIES, 1973, there were 16251 pre-primary institutions of which 9393 were in 
rural areas. 
5.17.5 Inthese institutions 926244 children were enrolled, of which more than (5.30%) were boys.

5.17.6 Percentage of girls enrolled in pre-primary schools was 47, with corresponding percentages 
in independent and attached institutions being 47.49 and 45.58 respectively. 
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5.17.7 The four leading states were Maharashtra, Karnataka, ERE and Tamil Nadu in that order. 
They accounted for more than half (53.69%) of the enrolment at this stage in 56.14% in 1973. 
5.17.8 The IV AIES did not cover pre-school education. For V AIES information was collected on 
the number of Balwadis/ Anganwadis, Independent pre-primary classes/schools attached to schools 
of general education in rural and urban areas. The VI AIES was a little more detailed in scope 
covering a number of aspects in respect of the provision of pre-school education,including the number 
of villages and urban areas with facility for pre-school education, be itthrough Balwadis/ Anganwadis, 
Independent pre-primary schools, number of children participating and the number of teachers. 
Information on all these has been given statewise. 
5.17.9 According to the VI AIES 14792360 children availed of pre-school education in one form 
or the other. Boys (52.51%) and Girls (47.49%) participation appeared to be almost equal. However 
the rural (84.54%) and urban (15.46%) difference in the number of children was very sharp, 
principally because of the existence of Balwadis and anganwadis established under the integrated 
community development programme.

5.17.10 India being a predominantly rural country Balwadi/Anganwadi forms of pre-school education 
seems to be more suitable. The VI survey indicated that only one in every twenty children (4.89%) 
is in a pre-primary school of independent type and one in every nine (11.36%) children was in pre- 
primary classes attached to a school of formal education The large majority of such children, four out 
of every five children was in Balwadis /Anganwadis (84.74%). More than 90% of enrolment is in 
rural Balwadis/ Anganwadis. Boys and girls participation is almost equal in rural and urban Balwadis/ 
Anganwadis, though the former are almost 5 percent more in number. 


5.18 Education Outside School 


5.18.1 Тһе formal system of education is hierarchical, time bound with heavy academic content 
and costly often leading to educational deprivation for a sizeable proportion of the population living 
below the subsistence level. Economically backward and socially deprived children find access to 
formal education difficult. Their parents can hardly afford to send them to schools since it У 
losing their services. 
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5.18.2 The III AIES made an attempt to study educational facilities available outside formal system 
i.e. "education outside school", agencies involved, programmes undertaken, number of participants 
and the personnel involved in organising these programmes for the two age-groups 2 to 14+ and 15 
and above. This information was collected at the district level and compiled at the national level in the 
form ofa report on “Education Outside School”. 

5.18.3 Management : In the III AIES, out of 30 states and UT's 19 reported provision of educational 
facilities outside school system for the age-group 2+ to 14+ years. Broadly, two agencies government 
and non-government provided this education. Government agencies include local bodies, child and 
women welfare and development departments, panchayats, public sector undertakings and the like. 
The 3086 centres identified were almost equally distributed between the government (49.22%) and 
non-government (50.78%) agencies carrying their activities in more than two dozen types of centres. 
5.18.4 Activities: Pre-school education and rudimentary education have emerged as the major 
activities of the centres for education outside school. There are instances of recreational activities, 
craft teaching, sports and games, child welfare including nutritional programme and feeding. More 
than 8 activities were identified in the III AIES.

5.18.5 Participation : Out of 87871 children of the age-group 2+ to 14+ years 6 out of 10 children 
(59.47%) were undergoing pre-school education followed by rudimentary or general sort of education | 
undertaken by one among four children (25.46%). Six out of every 10 participants (58.46%) were 
boys. Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes constituted respectively 13.32% and 12.03% - almost 
an equal participation. 

5.18.6 Personnel Involved : Out of 2661 personnel working for education outside school more 
than two-thirds (67.98%) have passed upper primary stage followed by almost one in every four 
(23.26%) who was a high school/higher secondary graduate. One in every 40 teachers was a graduate 
while the remaining had assorted qualifications. 


5.19 Education of the Disabled 


5 19.1 A large number of children suffer from various disabilities, congenital or acquired. It is 
estimated that 12.59 million children of school-going age suffer from different types of disabilities, 
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such as total or partial blindness, total or EET deafness, dumbness, operate disabilities, mental 
retardation, etc. Some of these children particularly those with severe disability require special schools 
which can cater to their needs. While for children with acute disabilities, there is a need for special 
institutions, children with mild handicaps could be educated along with normal children in common 
schools with some additional facilities. The programme of integrated education for children with mild 
disabilities has been designed for the later category. 

5.19.2 An attempt to assess the availability educational facilities for the handicapped was made іп 
the III AIES which canvassed a separate schedule. No up-to-date lists of such schools were available 
in the states. Therefore the possibilities of non-coverage cannot be ruled out. 

5.19.3 One of the objectives of this survey was to study the educational facilities for the disabled 
children like blind, deaf, mute and dumb and orthopaedically handicapped covering among other 
things their location, number, enrolment, etc. The information is summarised below: 

5.19.4 Blind: 7194 students were enrolled in 122 schools catering to the needs of blind children; оп 
an average the number of children was 59 per school. Only 16 such schools were in rural areas 
accounting for just 9% of the enrolment. Urban schools with an average of 62 children per school as 
against 40 children in rural schools appeared to be bigger in size. Girls’ constituted one-fourth of 
the total enrolment. 

5.19.5 Deaf, Mute and Dumb: There were 95 schools for children of this disability, 9 out of which 
were in rural areas. Their total enrolment was 7738, which works out to 81 children per school. As 
in the case of schools for the blind, urban schools had more children. About one-third (33.7%) of 
the children enrolled were girls. Urban schools constituting 90.5% of their total number accounted 
for 93.5% of their total enrolment. 

5.19.6 Orthopaedically handicapped: There were only 40 schools for orthop :edically handicapped. 
All of them were in urban areas. Enrolment in 39 schools that furnished information was 1400 
including 424 (30.3%) girls. 

5.19.7 The V AIES indicated the existence of 428 schools for the disabled including 79(18. 46%) 
in rural areas. The percentages of boys, girls and co-educational schools for the disabled were 
21.96,2.10 and 75.94 respectively. 

5.19.8 Integrated education for moderately disabled children was available in 1815 schools 
according to the V AIES. Majority of these were in rural areas (80.22%); indicating that one in 
every five schools having IEP Programme was an urban school. 

5.19.9 Information on the disabled collected in the Sixth All India Educational Survey is indicated below:

5.19.10 Facilities for education of the disabled appear to be inadequate, especially in rural areas. 
A small number of villages (241) in the country had such schools. Rural areas of 12 States did not 
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` have any educational facility for the disabled. Eleven states including one UT accounted for about 
80% of such schools and the remaining 20% were distributed among the remaining States and UT's.

5.19.11 There were 902 schools for the disabled in 1993 out of which 272 (30.15%) were in rural 
areas. Most of them were co-educational (78.27%). Another 16.85% were for boys while the 
remaining were for girls only. 

5.19.12 Urban schools with about 60 children per school appeared to be more crowded compared 
to the rural schools for the handicapped with 36 children per school. There were оп an average 53 
children per school in the country. Rural schools accounted for 28.26% of their enrolment. 
5.19.13 Since an institution is likely to be catering to more than one disability, figures in the 
following Statement are not additive.

5.20 Integrated Educational Programme (IEP) 


5.20.1 Only 16294 (2.0%) schools reported having integrated education programme in the VI 
AIES. Of these 11412 (70.0%) were in rural areas. Percentages of primary, upper primary and 
secondary schools among them were 53.9, 25.8 and 20.3 respectively. ) 

5.20.2 Of the total member of 11412 schools which had the ТЕР facility in rural areas, 6896 schools 
were primary schools. Out of these 6878 (98.5%) schools were located in the states of Andhra 
Pradesh, Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan and Tamil Nadu. Among these states, Madhya 
Pradesh had 5124 (73.3%) schools and Tamil Nadu 1468 (21.0%) schools. 12 States and UT’s had 
no JEP rural primary schools. 

5.20.3 In rural areas 2688 upper primary schools had the Integrated Education programme. Of 
these the States of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Tamil Nadu account 
for 2633 (98%) schools with IEP. Other States have had no or very few schools. At this level too, 
Madhya Pradesh with 1510 (56%) schools had the largest number of schools. 

5.20.4 Lastly, 1738 secondary and higher secondary schools in rural areas had the IEP facility. Of 
these, 1647 (94.76%) schools were in the States of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu. 

5.20.5 ОҒ the total number of 4882 schools in towns and cities that had the IEP facility, 1796 
schools were primary schools. Most of them (97.976) were confined in the states of Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Mizoram, Orissa, Tamil Nadu and Delhi. Fifteen States did not have 
any urban primary schools with IEP. The remaining states have only a few such schools. | 
5.20.6 Again, out of 1521 upper primary schools with the facilities of IEP, 1499 (98.6%) were in 
states of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Orissa, Rajasthan 
and Tamil Nadu. Other States either had the facility in a few schools or did not have the facility at all. 
5.20.7 Lastly, of 1565 secondary and higher sécondary schools of urban areas which had IEP, 1489 
(95.1%) were confined to the states of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, 


Maharashtra, Tamil Nadu and Delhi. 


TEACHERS AND 
TEACHER TRAINING 
INSTITUTIONS 


6.1 Introduction 


6.1.1 Teachers play a pivotal role in teaching learning situations. Of all the different factors, which 
influence the quality of education and its contribution to national development, the quality, 
competence and character of teachers are undoubtedly the most significant. “Nothing is more 
important than securing a sufficient supply of high quality recruits to the teaching profession, 
providing them with the best professional preparation and creating satisfactory conditions of work 
in which they can be fully effective” observed the Education Commission 1964-66. This chapter 
has been divided into two parts. Part A deals with teachers and Part B with teacher preparation and 
training. 


Part A TEACHERS 


6.1.2 An attempt has been made to present information on parameters that have a bearing on the 
quality of teachers such as their qualifications, training, service conditions (tenure), etc., and are 
very important for optimum utilisation of their potential. 
6.1.3 These parameters show variations between sexes, area (rural/urban), management, states 
etc. Wherever possible, an attempt has been made to highlight significant features of variability. 
6.1.4 Expansion of school education in India after attainment of independence created а demand 
for increasing number of trained teachers. Some structural changes were introduced in the system 
of school education firstly at the instance of the Mudaliar Commission and secondly by the Kothari 
Commission. These changes created demand for teachers with post-graduate qualifications in a 
variety of subjects. The need for introduction of games and sports at the school level also attracted 
attention partly because of our dismal performance at the national and international levels and for 
improving the physical health of school children. Apart from teachers for games and sports there 
was a demand for an adequate supply of trained physical education teachers in schools. 

„ 6.1.5 There are two sources for data on teachers. The MHRD publishes time series data on number 
‘of teachers in different types of schools. Detailed information on teachers working in schools is also 
given in the All India Educational Surveys. In this Compendium it is proposed to report information 
provided in the Selected Educational Statistics 1999-2000, MHRD 2001 and the Sixth All India 
Educational Survey1993. Both have September 30 as the reference, the former for 1999 and the 


latter for 1993. The reader may like to refer to National Tables Vols. Ш and УП of the Sixth AIES 
for further details. 
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6.2 Teachers in Schools 


6.2.1 А tremendous increase in the number of teachers has been registered from 1950-51 in all 
types of schools. Total number of teachers increased from 7.51 lakh in 1950-51 to 49.37 lakh in 1999- 
2000 or by more than six times. The number of female teachers increased from 1.15 lakh in 1950-51 
to 17.30 lakh in 1999-2000 or by fifteen times. Details are given in Statement 6.1.

6.2.2 It appears that the supply of teachers has not always fully met the demand for them. 
While enrolment at the primary stage increased by almost six times during the period 1950-51 to 
1999-2000, the number of teachers in primary schools increased almost four times. At the upper 
primary and secondary/higher secondary stages enrolments increased 14 times and 19 times 
respectively, compared to corresponding 15 fold and 14 fold increase in the number of teachers during 
the period. There was a slight decrease in the number of teachers in primary schools in 1993-94, in 
case of upper primary schools in 1994-95 and in case of higher/senior secondary schools in 1997-98. 
The Ministry’s data for 1994 onwards are provisional. This trend is shown in the Graph 6.1

6.3.1 Information relating to teachers can be reported in two ways: according to the category of 
school in which they are working or according to the stage at which they are teaching. Both these 
methods of presenting information are important. Teachers are recruited to teach at a particular 
stage for which they are qualified and appointed to teach. But in a school situation a teacher with 
Post-graduate qualification in a school subject, may be appointed as a secondary teacher and not as 
a post-graduate teacher. By virtue of his/her qualifications he/she should have been assigned to 
teach higher secondary/senior secondary classes but major portion of his teaching work may be at 
the secondary stage. For All India Educational Surveys conducted by the NCERT the working 
definition adopted was that a teacher is shown for a stage where he/she teaches for more than 50% 
of instructional time. In case he/she devotes equal teaching time to different stages, he/she is shown 
for to the higher stage. This approach was adopted to study relationship of qualifications and the 
Stages taught by teachers. 

6.3.2 Statement 6.2 gives distribution on teachers according to the category of schools in which 
they were working. 4.20 million teachers were working in schools in 1993.Percentages of teachers 
working in primary, upper primary, secondary and higher secondary schools were respectively 
38.67,26.91,19.76 and 14.65. Statewise distribution of teachers in different types of schools as on 
30-09-1993 is shown in Table 6.1 Ё 


6.4 Female Teachers in Schools 


6.4.1 A little more than one third (33.62%) of the teachers working in schools are females. Contrary 
to the belief that female teachers can prove to be more effective in lower stages, we find less than 
one third of the teachers in primary schools are females. Proportionately, a larger percentage of 
female teachers were found in urban areas and in private unaided schools. Statewise percentages of 
female teachers are given in table 6.2.

6.4.3 The percentage of women teachers in primary schools was 31.61. In States position was as 
under:

6.4.5 The percentage of female teachers in secondary and higher secondary schools was 34.68 and 
33.18 respectively. 

6.4.6 The position about the availability of women teachers appears to have improved at the primary 
stage where 36.19 percent were females. This percentage decreases at higher stages. Their 
percentages at the four school stages are shown in Statement 6.4.

Rural schools have a lower percentage of women teachers. Partly because women find it difficult to 
join rural schools and partly because the availability of qualified women teachers from rural areas is 
not adequate. 


6.5 Teachers in Position Against Sanctioned Posts 


6.5.1 Many privately managed schools did not give information separately on “posts sanctioned” 
and “posts filled in” in the sixth survey. In such cases the number of teachers in position has been 
considered to be equal to the number of posts sanctioned. 


6.5.2 The total stock of teachers (4197555 in 1993) increased by 15.17% from the previous survey 
in1986. A little more than two-thirds (67.79%) of them were in rural schools as compared to 69.45% 
rural teachers in 1986. Thus although their number has increased by 314101, there was a decrease in 

` their percentage from the previous survey probably due to the appointment of teachers in schools 
located in urban areas. 


6.5.3 The percentage of sanctioned posts of teachers filled in schools was 94.39%. This percentage 
in rural schools (93.27%) is less than that in urban schools (96.83%) indicating that rural schools 
are. somewhat at a disadvantageous position. They often are found to attract fewer teachers. A larger 
percentage of posts is vacant in government schools, when one considers schools by 
management. 


6.5.4 The percentage of posts of teachers lying vacant in primary, upper primary, secondary and 
higher secondary schools was 6.17, 5.52, 4.51, and 5.75 respectively. Statement 6.5 shows that 
proportionately more posts in rural schools were vacant compared to urban schools of all types. 
Mangementwise, government schools had proportionately more vacant posts in all type of 
schools.

6.5.5 Since the shortfall in number of teachers working against the number of sanctioned posts has 
been a matter of great concern to administrators, information on shortfall began to be collected 
from IV AIES onwards.

Information culled out from the last three АП India Educational Surveys reveals that almost 
all sanctioned post were filled in. The shortfall has however increased in VI survey in all types of 
schools with over all shortfalls being 5.61%. 


6.6 Teachers by Stages of Education 


6.6.1 It has been pointed out in paragraph 6.3.1 that teachers can be categorised according to the 
type of school in which they work or according to the stage, which they teach. While information on 
the former is based on census, the latter is based on estimates built on the basis of a sample used in 
the Sixth AIES. 

6.6.2 As against 16,23,379 teachers in primary schools, 20,13,525 teachers were estimated to have 
been working at primary stage in1993. The estimated number of teachers working at upper primary, 
secondary and higher secondary stage was 10,36,126, 8,95,445 and 2,52,466 respectively, as per 
statement 6.6. 

6.6.3 There does not appear to be much of a variation in the proportion of teachers in government 
schools working at different stages of education. Since a very small number of secondary and higher 
secondary schools is run by local bodies, the proportions of teachers assigned to these two stages in 
local body schools becomes much less. Proportions of teachers in private aided schools working at 
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secondary and higher secondary stages were 42.59% and 43.09% respectively. The proportions of 
teachers assigned to various stages in private unaided schools hovers around 11%.

6.7 Tenure of Services 


6.7.1 Out of the total number of full-time teachers 72.89% held permanent posts while the remaining 
27.11% were working either in a temporary capacity or on an ad-hoc basis. Statement 6.7 shows 
that teachers working at different stages of education enjoyed the same job security. Classification 
by managements does not appear to show any influence on teacher’s tenure.

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6.7.2 From Statement 6.8 it can be observed that ad-hoc appointees and those working in temporary 
positions are proportionately more in privately managed schools, aided or unaided, except at the 
secondary stage. 

6.7.3 Analysis of data by managements indicates that the percentage of permanent teachers was 
the highest in government schools in respect of teachers working at primary and upper primary 
stages and in the case of private aided schools for teachers working at the secondary and higher 
secondary stages. The percentage was the lowest in the case of private unaided school teachers 
irrespective of the stage at which they were teaching. Job security in private unaided schools seems 
poorer compared to schools under other managements. Percentages of permanent primary and 
upper primary stage teachers in rural areas were more than those of the teachers who were teaching 
at secondary and higher secondary stages. The position is just the reverse in urban areas.

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6.8 Qualification and Training 


6.8.1 As already reported elsewhere, the status of teachers on various parameters has been estimated 
on the basis of information received from teachers working in sampled schools. However, no separate 
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estimates could be made in case of “teachers deemed trained” as their number was very small. 
They have been clubbed with trained teachers. Statewise academic qualifications of teachers are 
shown in Tables 6.7 to 6.10.

The above information would seem to indicate: that most teachers were trained; fifty percent 

or more had studied up to secondary stage; and that in case of rural areas, particularly to SC/ST and 
OBC, there were fewer graduate and post-graduate teachers. 
6.8.2 Primary Stage: Most teachers working at the primary stage were trained (85.13%). Percentage 
of trained teachers in rural schools was higher than that in urban schools. A little less than 
three-fourths among them had studied up to secondary (48.96%) and higher secondary stage (23.95%), 
while the remaining one-fourth were graduates or post-graduates (26.51 %). Proportionately there 
were more teachers with a higher qualification, graduate and above (38.44%) in urban areas compared 
to 22.45% in rural areas. The situation is reverse in case of teachers with qualification up to secondary 
education. They were proportionately more in rural schools (52.31%) than in urban schools (39.14%) 
(See Statement 6.9).

6.8.3 Upper Primary Stage: Out of the total number of 1036116 upper primary stage teachers, 
86.90% were trained, The percentage of trained teachers in urban areas was slightly higher than that in 
rural areas. A little less than half of them (48.80%) were graduates or post-graduates while half of 
them had completed secondary (31.86.%) and/or higher secondary education (18.44%). Urban schools 
appear to be in a more advantageous position in respect of deployment of trained and qualified teachers.

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6.8.4 Secondary Stage: More than ninety percent (91.03%) teachers teaching at this stage were 
trained. The percentage of urban trained teachers was more than that of rural teachers. About 
two-thirds (65.97%) had completed higher secondary education, one-third graduates including 1.12% 
having other qualifications. Proportionately there were more trained and qualified teachers in urban 
schools. Of the teachers teaching at this stage, about 66% were not qualified to teach as they had 
completed education only up to higher secondary level, and were not graduates which is the minimum 
academic qualification to teach at secondary stage.

6.8.5 High Secondary Stage: Of the 252462 teachers teaching at this stage, 83.46% were trained. 
The percentage of urban trained teachers (86.06%) was higher than rural teachers (79.81%). Almost 
all teachers teaching at this stage were graduates ог post-graduates (98.73%) leaving a very small 
percentage with other qualifications (1.27%). Rural and urban teachers teaching at this stage appear 
to be equally qualified academically.

6.9.2 Teachers may be deployed in different types of schools but what is important is the stage at 
which they teach and whether their qualifications are commensurate with their teaching assignment. 
The percentages increase of teachers teaching at primary, upper primary and secondary stages from 
second AIES to sixth AIES was 68.34, 137.68, and 223.10 respectively. Higher secondary stage 
was not part of school education in second AIES. The total number of teachers has increased by 
104.22% from the third AIES to the sixth ATES.

6.10.2 Primary stage: The deployment of under qualified teachers to teach at primary stage has 
decreased over the years as can be inferred from Statement 6.16. A teacher with only a “middle 
pass” was considered to be qualified earlier and during second AIES half of the teachers (49.70%) 
were middle pass. This percentage started declining as can be seen from the notes to the Statement 
6.16, with corresponding increase in the percentage of teachers with higher qualifications. The 


increase in the percentage of teachers with higher qualifications has been sharper between the fifth 
and the sixth surveys.

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6.10.3 Upper Primary Stage: There is evidence to show that “below middle pass” teachers also 
used to teach at this stage.

6.10.4 Secondary Stage: The sixth AIES has indicated that no teachers with qualifications up to 
higher secondary stage are now teaching at this stage. The percentages of teachers with lower 
qualifications has been declining with increase in teachers with higher qualifications.

6.11.1 Information about SC and ST teachers was collected from the III AIES onwards while in 
respect of OBC teachers it was collected in VI AIES. 

6.11.2 Teachers Belonging to Scheduled Castes: The percentage of SC teachers increased from 
7.22 in 1973 to 8.99 in 1993 with a slight decline in 1978. 

6.11.3 One in every eleven teachers belonged to scheduled castes in 1993. Their proportion in rural 
and urban schools was 10.34% and 6.14% respectively. Managementwise, highest proportion of 
SC teachers were found in local body schools which manage primary and upper primary schools 
(11.85%) and the lowest in private unaided schools (4.77 %) (Statement 6.21).

6.11.4 Teachers Belonging to Scheduled Tribes: In the 20 year period between 1973 – 1993 the 
percentage of teachers belonging to scheduled tribes increased from 3.36% to 5.74%. In 1993, the 
highest percentage of ST teachers was found to be in government schools (8.25%) while it was the 
lowest in private unaided schools (2.3076). The main reason seems to be the implementation of 
regulations regarding reservation of these communities in government and local body institutions 
on reserving posts for SC/ST candidates. 

6.11.5 Teachers Belonging to Other Backward Classes (OBC): Information about OBC 
teachers was collected for the first time in the VI AIES. The survey revealed that one-fourth 
(25.78%) of teachers working in schools were from these classes. Their representation was found 
to be more іп rural schools (27.95%) than in urban schools (21.22%). The percentage of OBC 
teachers was 26% each in government, local body and private aided schools while it was 20.83% in 
private unaided schools.

6.12.2 Sixth ATES revealed the presence of 32855 part-time teachers, more than two-fifth (40.90%) 
of whom were females. Percentage of part-time teachers was more in urban (58.58%) areas. The 
percentage of female part-time teachers was much higher in urban schools (50.16%) than in rural 
schools (32.63%). The percentage of part-time teachers in primary (21.21%), upper primary (23.79%) 
and secondary schools (23.28%) were almost equal, while the highest percentage of these teachers 
was in higher secondary schools (31.72%).

6.13.1 Part-time teachers were, as is generally the practice, recruited to make up for the short fall 
in the availability of full-time teachers. In VI ATES a new category of teachers designated as 
“voluntary teachers”, “contractual teachers” or “other teachers” became available. Ad-hoc teachers 
were not identified separately. The number of such teachers was 85514, which is a little more than 
2 % times the number of part-time teachers. Out of these three fifths (60.48%) were working in rural 
schools. The percentage of these teachers decreases as we move from primary to higher secondary 
schools. Their percentages in primary, upper primary, secondary and higher secondary schools were 
37.35%, 21.80%, 30.09% and 10.76% respectively. Government schools appear to be the major 
employers of these teachers since one third (36.10%) were employed in these schools. Local bodies 
employ the lowest proportion (15.61%) of such teachers. í 
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6.13.2 Though majority of the voluntary/contractual/other teachers were in rural areas, in case of 
higher secondary schools about three-fourths (72.64%) were in urban areas. The situation is just the 

.reverse in case of primary schools where about four-fifths (78.09%) were working in rural schools. 
The percentage of such teachers working in rural upper primary and secondary schools was 
respectively 56.57% and 53.28%.

6.13.1 Teaching provides employment to a large number of people. The rate at which the total 
stock of the work force gets depleted annually was not known precisely earlier. Teachers, being 
crucial to intellectual, psychological and social development of children, their stock needs to be 
continuously replenished. The replenishment requires, reliable estimates of the incidence of various 
factors that cause depletion like retirement, death etc. These estimates were worked out for the first 
time in the У AIES. 

6.14.2 The depletion rate among teachers during the seven-year period 1986-93 has nearly doubled 
in primary and upper primary schools while in secondary and higher secondary schools this rate has 
gone up respectively by 75% and 139%. The major cause of depletion appears to be retirement and 
death.

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6.14.3 The latest information on various reasons for teacher attrition is for the academic session 
1992-93. It was collected from all schools in VI АТЕ$. Out of 1600719 teachers in primary schools 
at the beginning of the session 52310 (3.27%) left the profession during the session. A large majority 
(57.43%) retired while 13.18% resigned, 12.03% were transferred to take up non-teaching jobs, 
10.86% teachers died and services of 6.50% were terminated. 

6.14.4 More than half (53.66%) of the teachers who left the teaching profession before the closing 
of the session 1992-93 in upper primary schools did so because of retirement. The other reasons in 
order of their incidence were resignation (20.37%), transfer on non-teaching assignment (10.08%), 
death (8.90%) and termination of service (6.99%). 

6.14.5 Almost half of the teachers who left teaching in secondary school did so on their retirement 
while slightly more than one-fourth resigned. Termination, transfer to non-teaching assignments 
and death accounted for 9.48%, 7.68% and 7.74% teachers respectively. 

6.14.6 Among teachers who quit teaching in higher secondary schools, three-fifths (59.65%) did 
so on retirement while another one-fifth (20.07%) resigned. The incidence of other causes was 
termination (5.97%), transfer to non-teaching job (6.28%) and death (8.03%).

6.15.1 About one in every hundred primary schools had teachers exclusively for physical education, 
physical training and yoga. Urban schools had a higher proportion. 

6.15.2 The situation was much better in upper primary schools where nearly one in every ten 
schools had at least one teacher exclusively for physical education. Here also proportionately more 
urban schools (13.91%) had such teachers compared to (8.67%) rural schools. The proportion of 
Such schools was larger among private schools, aided and unaided. 

6.15.3 About half of the secondary schools (47.56%) had at least one physical education teacher. 
Urban schools appeared to have a slight edge over rural schools. The highest proportion of stch 
teachers was in aided schools (54.17%) and the lowest among local body schools (35.90%). 
6.15.4 Among higher secondary schools 57% had at least one teacher exclusively for physical 
education. Urban schools had provision in 60.74% schools compared to 53.12% in rural ones. Almost 
60% in local body and private aided schools had at least one physical education teacher compared to 
57% in government and 46% in private unaided schools.

6.16.1 About one-third teachers appeared to be commuting to reach their schools since they resided 
outside the town/village in which their schools were located. For obvious reasons, the percentage of 
such teachers was much higher in rural areas (41.40%) than in urban areas (14.16%). Percentage of 
such teachers decreased from 38.86% in case of primary school teachers to 22.11% among higher 
secondary school teachers. . 


6.17 Provision of Housing Facility for Teachers 


6.17.1 Housing facility for teachers is provided in a very limited number of schools as the Sixth

6.18 Information about the number of teacher training institutions, their intake capacity and faculty is 

available from the following sources: 

(1) Education in India and Selected Educational Statistics published by the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development; 

(2) National Council of Teacher Education, New Delhi 

(3) All India Surveys conducted either by the Survey or by the Teacher Education Department of 
National Council of Educational Research and Training, New Delhi (NCERT). 

The information about teacher training institutions provided by the MHRD, indicates a decrease in 

their number during the seventies. The data provided by NCTE is not comprehensive. 


6.19 A teacher training institution is one where pre-service or in-service training is imparted to 

youngsters or in-service teachers in accordance with approved curricula and syllabi. In a majority 

of states/union territories, there are various types of teachers training programmes in addition to 
refresher courses provided from time to time by the State Institutes of Education/DIETs. The 
different types of teacher training courses are: 

a)  Pre-Primary Teachers Training course: The course provides training to prospective teachers 
for teaching children of the age-group 3-6 years comprising such classes as: Nursery, Lower 
KG, Upper KG etc. Pre-Primary Teachers Training Course is one year’s duration. Presently 
training is also available through correspondence courses or through open education 
programmes of longer duration. 

b) Primary Teachers Training /Elementary Teachers Training: In most states, the minimum 
qualification for admission is high school/higher secondary certificate. The course is generally 
of two years although in some states the course is of one year’s duration. Selection is made on 
the basis of a minimum percentage of marks obtained in the qualifying examination and an 
entrance test. This programme is also available through open education mode of some 
universities such as Indira Gandhi National Open University. 

с) B.Ed./B.T./Secondary Teachers Training: The minimum qualification prescribed for 
admission is a Bachelor’s degree with minimum marks followed by an entrance test. In some 
states/union territories, like Delhi, Haryana etc. teachers are required to possess a teacher 
training degree for teaching XI and XII classes whereas this condition is not essential in some 
states, like Punjab, Himachal Pradesh, etc. 

d) For sports and physical education, institutions provide both training courses of degree and 
diploma levels. These programmes are known as D.P.Ed (Diploma in Physical Education); 
B.P.Ed (Bachelor of Physical Education)and M.P.Ed (Master of Physical Education). 

€) There are other types of teachers training institutions, which impart training іп'с and 'd' categories 

‚ аз above. These institutions offers training for Drawing teachers, Language teachers (LT), 
Oriental teachers (OT), Craft teachers (CT) etc. 

f)  Inaddition, the Welfare Department imparts training to their workers through programmes of 
shorter duration like those for Balsevaks/Balsevikas, Anganwadi/Balwadi workers etc. These 
programmes also have an element of teacher training. 
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6.20 NCERT, New Delhi has conducted the following national surveys: 

1) National Survey of Elementary Teacher Education in India 1965 was conducted to make an 
assessment of the existing position of elementary teacher education in all its qualitative and 
quantitative aspects with respect to each State and Union Territory. The survey was conducted 
by the Department of Teacher Education. 

2) The Second National Survey of Teacher Education at Elementary Level was conducted in 
1971 -72 again by the Department of Teacher Education. 


6.21 According to the first survey (1965), the number of teacher training institutions was 1548. The 
II National Survey indicated that the number had declined to 1136. Statewise details indicated in 
the surveys are shown in Statement 6.30.

71 Growth of Expenditure on Education 


Public spending on education (revenue account) as also on school education has increased 
substantially after independence. The state budget increased from Rs. 814.13 Crore in 1951-52 to 
Rs.329389,92 Crore in 1996-97 or by 404 times; total expenditure on education increased 563 
times while expenditure on school education increased 654 times. Expenditure on secondary 
education increased 951 times and expenditure on elementary education increased 600 times 
during the same period. The lowest increase of 59 times is in the case of adult education. Details 
are given in Statement 7.1.

The share of total expenditure on education to state budgeted expenditure has increased 
from 7.92% in 1951-52 to 11.04% in 1996-97. The share of total expenditure on school education 
to total expenditure on education has increased to 81.91% from 70.54% in the corresponding 
period. The share of elementary education in total budget on school education has gone down to 
52.92% from 65.36% in the period 1951-52 and 1996-97. On the other hand share of secondary 
education to total school education budget has increased to 39.35 from 27.12% in the 


corresponding period.

97. The graph illustrates the percentage change in expenditure in between the period 1951-52 and 
1996-97. 

As regards sectoral expenditure, the highest increase has been observed in Punjab followed 
by J&K, Mizoram and Meghalaya in elementary education. There has been a decrease in 
expenditure on elementary education in Kerala, Nagaland and Delhi. As regards secondary 
education, the increase have been relatively higher in Meghalaya (67.3%), Nagaland(48.4%) and 
Jammu & Kashmir(72.3%).

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The public spending in school education by the central government has shown variation from 
plan to plan. It started with Rs. 4.5 crore (1.6%) and increased to 11.8 crore (2.2%) in II Five Year 
Plan, and then rose to 22.3 crore (2.1%) in III Five Year Plan, came down to 11.4 crore (0.3%) in IV 
Five Year Plan. Thereafter the central expenditure on elementary education has increased continuously 
from 67.8 crore in V Five Year Plan, to 338.3 crore (1.8%) in VI, 2136.9 crore (5.1%) in VII and 
finally reached a level of 7751.8 crore (6.8%) in VIII Five Year Plan. 


7.3 Revenue and Capital Expenditure 


The states’ expenditure on school education has constituted more than 90% in all the eight five year 
plans, percentage-wise highest being during IV Five Year Plan and the lowest being in VIII Five 
Year Plan. Total expenditure on education (both on revenue and capital account) is indicated below. 
Separate details of capital expenditure are available only from 1974-75 onwards, which is also 
indicative of the fact that capital expenditure on education has been less than 2% in all these years, 
lowest being in VIII Five Year Plan. State and UT-wise details are given in Tables 7.1 through 7.4.

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The increase in plan expenditure on school education which was 10.3% during IV five year 
plan decreased to 7.3% in V five year plan and slightly improved to 8.3% in VI five year plan. 
Thereafter plan expenditure on school education has increased to 12.2% in VII five year plan and 
then to 14.8% during УШ five year plan. (See graph 7.12). 

Non-plan expenditure on school education in IV five year plan was 89.70% of the total 
expenditure. It increased to 92.7% in V five year plan and maintained the level of 91.7% in VI five 
year plan. Thereafter its share decreased from 87.8% in VII five year plan to 85.2% in VIII five 
year plan. (See graph 7.13).

Alongside, growth rates for each plan have also been calculated for the purpose of easy appreciation 
of the growth of expenditure on school education. It will be observed that IT Five Year Plan expenditure 
when compared to I Five Year Plan grew by 94.9%. This increase between II and Ш Five Year Plan 
was 98.7%. The growth in expenditure between Ш and IV Five Year Plan was the highest i.e. 


249.1%. The lowest growth in expenditure was between IV and V Five Year Plans (57.7%). This is 
illustrated in statement 7.13.

This can be correlated with 
the increase in literacy percentage, which too has been steadily increased.

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The rate of illiteracy started decreasing from around 72% in 1960-61. It has declined to about 
41% in1996-97. Simultaneously financial inputs i.e. school expenditure out of total expenditure on 
education, increased from about 60% in 1960-61 to around 82% in 1996-97. Increase in literacy or 
decrease in illiteracy is dependent no doubt on many variables, the most important, of course, being 
the increased outlays/expenditure on school education, which allows creation of educational facilities 
closer to children’s homes.

The literacy percentage for 1961, 1971, and 1981 pertains to ages ‘4+ and above’ while for 
1991 and 1996 it relates to the ages ‘7+ and above’. Out of 27 states and union territories for which 
information is available information for as many as 21 states/ union territories indicates that the 
percentage of school expenditure to GDP has decreased in 1996-97 when compared with 1990-91 
while literacy percentages in these states and union territories has gone up substantially. This, 
therefore, suggests that school expenditure and its share to GDP are not conclusively related to 
increase in literacy percentage. On the whole, the percentage of school expenditure to GDP has 
increased in India over the years many times more than the increase in percentage of literacy. The 
reason could be that creation of educational facilities does not by itself lead to increase in participation 
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rates of children in education. This is particularly true in case of children belonging to economically 
deprived and socially disadvantaged group in whose case participation in education is affected by 
their economic and social situation.

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Both per pupil expenditure on school education and per capita expenditure on education have 
increased substantially over the years. For instance for the country as a whole per pupil expenditure 
has increased from Rs.31.9 in 1960-61 to Rs.1521.0 in 1996-97. Per capita expenditure on education 
has grown from Rs.3.2 to Rs. 293.9 in the same period. While increases in expenditure per pupil or 
per capita - are partially accounted for increase in the prices of goods and services, the above data 
indicate the increasing investments, that are being made in education. In the case of some states the 


increase have been quite sharp.

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7.10 Expenditure per Pupil as Percentage of per Capita GDP 


The percentage of school expenditure to GDP in India increased from 0.07% in 1960-61 to 3.07% in 
1946-97, thereby registering substantial increase during the »eriod 1960-61 to 1996-97. As against 
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this, per pupil school expenditure as percentage of GDP per capita was only 0.69% during 1960-61 
which increased to 15.91% during 1996-97. This shows a more stable increase as compared to the 
percentage of school expenditure to GDP(Statement 7.20). 

Current public expenditure on school education expressed as percentage of GDP shows the 
proportion of the value of all goods and services produced within the domestic territory of the 
country in a given year that has been devoted to school education. Similarly, public current 
expenditure per pupil in school education expressed as percentage of GDP per capita in a given 
financial year measures the average cost incurred on a pupil in school education in relation to the 
country’s per capita GDP. Both of these indicators when compared with similar indicators for other 
levels of education, also measure the relative emphasis given to investment in school education, 
Detailed information (planwise and Statewise) is given in the main tables.

The percentage of expenditure incurred on the salaries of teaching as compared with non-teaching 
staff is given below. Out of total pay-package comprising 88% expenditure on salaries of revenue 
account, only 8% is consumed by non-teaching staff while major chunk i.e. 80% goes to the salaries 
of teaching staff.

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The percentage of expenditure on salaries of teaching and non-teaching staff was around 88% 
in 1992-93.Out of this 80% is incurred on salaries of teaching and academic staff and 8% on the 
salaries of non-teaching and non-academic staff. The highest percentage of expenditure on non-teaching 
staff was incurred in Delhi (19%) followed by Bihar (16%), М.Р(14%), Goa (13%), and Pondicherry 
(12%). The lowest percentage of expenditure on salaries was in the states of Arunachal Pradesh 
(63%) and Uttar Pradesh (62%).

NSSO has in its 52°“ Round collected data regarding private expenditure on education. Private expenditure 
on education according to NSSO is the sum total of all the expenditures incurred by a student on 
education (towards fees, books and stationery, uniform, transport, private coaching, study tours, etc.). 
Education is highly subsidised and private costs are quite high even when opportunity cost is not taken 
into consideration. Average annual expenditure according to 52nd Round is as follows:

LIMITATIONS 


The financial data reported in this chapter need to be interpreted with a great deal of caution since 

they suffer quite a number of limitations. Among others, these limitations include: 

1. Тһе data on expenditure on school education presented in this Chapter has been taken from the ` 
following publications of the Government of India, Ministry of Human Resource Development: 
(a) Budgeted Resources for Education 1951-52 to 1993-94. 

(b) Analysis of Budgeted Expenditure on Education (annual) 1990-91 onwards. 

2. The assistance given by the Central Government to the states under Centrally Sponsored 
Schemes seems to be double counted, i.e. once when the Parliament passes the central Finance 
Bill and secondly when states pass their Finance Bills which also reflect the same. 

3. Expenditure details included in this Chapter covers expenditure incurred by the government 
on institutions financed, maintained and administered by it as also grants-in-aids given to the 
private recognised institutions. Government here includes both the state and Central government. 
Apart from these, there are many more educational institutions which are recognised but do 
not depend on grants-in-aid from the government. Expenditure incurred by these institutions 
is not reflected in this chapter. 

4. At the primary and pre-primary levels of education, a large number of the so-called 
English- medium schools functioning in urban/industrial areas exist. They do not require any 
recognition from the government. Expenditure incurred by these and similar institutions for the 
spread of education is also not included in this chapter. 

5. School education is provided, apart from formal schools, through correspondence courses, and 
open education system. Expenditure incurred in these systems on the expansion of school 
education has also not been included in this chapter. 

6. Іп case of recognised educational institutions, the amount of grant-in-aid given by the 
government has been shown and included. The expenditure incurred by educational institutions 
from their own resources/donations has not been covered. 


EXAMINATION 
RESULTS 


8.1 Introduction 


8.1.1 The written examination, involving group testing is the most common and important method of 
testing students level of knowledge and skills. The process is ап integral part of the education system 
in India. 

8.1.2 External examination at the secondary, higher secondary and intermediate levels are held by 
State Boards of Secondary and Higher Secondary Education. Where the plus two stage is attached 
to colleges, the examination is conducted by universities. 

8.1.3 The main objective of this chapter is to give a comparative picture of examination results of 
different boards. Information about results of annual and supplementary examinations of different 
boards are being presented. Territorial jurisdiction of boards of education has changed from time to 
time. Since in the last IO years, however, there has been little change, information on examination 
results from 1989 to 1998 (the last year for which data have been published at the time of preparing 
the compendium) has been presented to give a comparative picture. 


8.2 Coverage 


8.2.1 Information about percentage of boys and girls who passed in different years different 
examinations has been presented in the Statements. 

8.2.2 Examination results of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes candidates have been indicated 
in percentages separately. 

8.2.3 Results of secondary, higher secondary and intermediate examinations have also been presented 
in percentages. 

8.2.4 Results of regular and private candidates have also been presented separately, in percentages. 


83 Limitations 


8.3.1 Detailed results of earlier years, і.е. before 1989, though available, are not in the desired form 
for different boards. Therefore, from 1989 to 1998 only (latest year for which results have been 
published at the time of compilation of data) are being presented. 

8.3.2 The number of Boards responding to a result of particular category varies from year to year. 
The АП India average result is based on candidates appeared and passed in a year for the responding 
boards. . 

8.3,3 Every care has been taken to put ‘Not Applicable (NA)’ in columns where either no candidate 
has appeared (therefore result becomes Zero) or because the board was not established in that year. 
At places where data are not available a — (dash) mark has been put. 
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8.4 Examination Results 


8.4.1 High School: During the last 18 years, i.e from 1981 to 1998, the pass percentages in respect 
of high school examination remained between 40% to 50% except for 1991 when it was 52.58%. 
The pass percentage in supplementary examination result remained between 20% to 30% except in 
1981 when 37.70% students passed. 

8.4.2 Higher Secondary: The annual pass percentage remained between 47 to about 57, except in 
1998 when it was 59.16. However the pass percentage of supplementary examination ranged from 
23 to 38, the maximum pass percentage being 37.71 in 1993 and the minimum 28.30 in 1984. 
8.4.3 Intermediate/Pre-university: In intermediate or equivalent annual examination, maximum 
pass percentage was 58.10 in 1991 followed by 55.32 in 1996 and 53.93 in 1997 while in 1992 only 
28.86% students passed. The pass percentage in supplementary examination remained only 10.20 
in 1998 as the minimum and 43.10 in 1981 as the maximum during last 18 years. 

The above figures do not seem to indicate any firm trend in respect of pass percentages in 
annual as well as supplementary examination of high/higher secondary/intermediate classes. The 
following statement gives an over all view of these examinations.

8.5.1 High School (General): During 1989 to 1998, the examination result of girls were better than 
that of boys in all the years. In 1989, only 43.32% boys passed as compared to 50.74% girls. In 1989 
among various boards/ states, the result of boys in Goa, Bihar, Gujarat, MP, Kerala, Punjab, Tamil Nadu, 
West Bengal, CBSE and CISCE (Council For Indian School Certificate Examination, New Delhi) were 
better than the average result of 25 boards till 1994 and 26 boards afterwards (referred as all India results 
in the following paras). In case of girls, Gujarat, H.P., Punjab, Tamil Nadu, West Bengal, both the boards 
of Delhi and U.P, showed better results than all India. In 1993 the pass percentage of boys remained at 
the same level as in 1989, but more girls passed than boys. The results of boards of Bihar, Gujarat, 
Central Board of Secondary Education and CISCE have remained better in the years 1989 to 1993 as 
is evident from statement 8.2A.

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PROJECTIONS ON 
SOME EDUCATIONAL 
STATISTICS 


9.1 Introduction 


Article 45 of the Indian Constitution makes it obligatory on the part of the state to provide free and 
compulsory education to all children up to the age of 14 years. In order to achieve this goal of 
Universalisation of Elementary Education (UEE) the National Policy on Education (NPE) 1968 
accepted the recommendation of the Education Commission 1964-66 that at least 6 per cent of the 
Gross National Product (GNP) be invested in education. The NPE 1986 and its Programme of 
Action 1992 stipulated that elementary education of satisfactory quality for all 6-14 age group 
children be provided by the turn of the 20" century. Despite improvement in educational facilities 
in the country the goal of UEE has still not been achieved. For educational planning, it is necessary 
to estimate the number of children for whom educational arrangements have to be made. This 
requires projections of child population and the number of children to be enrolled. This chapter 
projects child population, enrolment and requirement of teachers at primary, upper primary, 
secondary, and higher secondary stages. An estimate of financial requirements for making Elementary 
Education a Fundamental Right, as given in the Expert Group’s Report of the MHRD, 1999, is also 
given in this chapter. 


9.2 Projections of Child Population 


With the availability of the age-sex distribution of population data from the 1991 Census and the 
levels and trends in fertility and mortality revealed from the Sample Registration System (SRS), an 
attempt has been made by the Technical Group on Population Projection of the Registrar General 
of India (КСІ) to project the population of India from the year 1996 to 2016. The component 
method has been adopted by the Technical Group for projecting the most likely future population 
of India and 15 major States (States with the population of 10 million and above in 1991) constituting 
about 95.86 per cent of the 1991 population of India. Age-sex distribution of population for India 
and 15 major States from the 1991 Census has been taken as the initial base population by the 
Technical Group after applying the UN method of age smoothing for reporting errors. The child 
population of the age-group 0-4, 5-9, 10-14, 15-19, 20-24, 25-29 and so on has been projected only 
for India and 15 major States as on 1“ March and 1“ July till 2016. For remaining ten smaller 
States and seven Union Territories, accounting for 4.14 per cent of the 1991 population, the projected 
sex-wise population based on growth difference has been indicated by the Technical Group as on 
1* March and 1“ July 1996 to 2016. Age-group-wise child population for the smaller States/UTs 
has not been projected. 
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Annual enrolment statistics in India are collected, as оп 30" September every year, therefore, 
child population needs to be projected as on 30" September. Hence, we are giving projected child 
population for the age-groups 6-11, 11-14, 14-16 and 16-18 for 2001, 2003, 2005 and 2007 as on 30" 
September. The child population for age-groups 14-16 and 16-18 has been projected keeping in view 
the future needs of universalisation of secondary education and substantial expansion of higher 
secondary education. The child population for the age-groups 0-4, 5-9, 10-14, 15-19, 20-24, and 25- 
29 given by the Technical Group, as on 1“ July, for the years 2001 to 2008 for India and major 15 
States has been utilised for working out the projected child population as on 30" September for these 
age-groups by adding one-fourth of the annual difference for the months of July, August and September. 
The number of 5 year old, 10 year old, 14 year old, 15 year old, 16 year old, and 17 year old children 
has been worked out by using Sprague formula. Tables 9.1, 9.2, 9.3, and 9.4 in Appendix give the 
population projection for various age-groups. The projected child population for India has been presented 
in the Statement 9.1 and Graphs 9.1 and 9.2.

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It can be observed that the projected child population in the age-groups 6-11 and 11-14 is showing 
a decreasing trend for all children as well as for girls. While in a case of age-group 14-16 this 
trend is not visible, a slightly increasing trend is in case of age-group 16-18 both for all children 
and for girls. 


9.3 Enrolment Projections 


Projection of future number of pupils to be enrolled often constitute the starting point for educational 
planning. Policy makers and planners require projected enrolment data for undertaking an exercise 
of future planning. Enrolment projections provide the basis for estimating future needs of schools, 
teachers, classrooms and other facilities. These projections are of special importance in developing 
countries which face a large number of different problems such as a sizeable number of non-enrolled 
children, late entrants, high levels of repetitions, dropouts etc. UNESCO Division of Statistics (1993) 
have given trends and projections of enrolment by level of education, by age and by sex for the 
years 1960-2025 (as assessed in 1993) for various countries. 
Many methods are used for making enrolment projections. These range from very primitive trend 
extrapolations to rather advanced flow models of education system. The use of these models is 
increasing day by day due to their usefulness. These models facilitate in making alternative 
assumptions about population growth, educational policy and demand for education. The projection 
of future number of pupils to be enrolled generally depend on : 
i) Size of the school-age population, and 
ii) Effects on entry of children into primary school and their progress through the school system, 
more specifically these variables may be spelt out as entry rate, promotion rate, repetition rate, 
dropout rate, and transition rate. 


9.3.1 Models Used in Projecting Enrolment 


A number of models or projection techniques, as detailed in UNESCO Statistical Reports and Studies 

(1980), have been used for projecting enrolment within a given grade or level. They include: 

a) Models that directly project trends in total enrolment in a given level or grade. Such projections 
do not take explicit account of the pattern of pupils’ progress through the system, and of the

fact that enrolment іп a given year and grade depends, to a large extent, on enrolment іп the 
previous year in the grade below. 

b) Models that directly project enrolment ratios, i.e. the proportion of the children of a certain 
age-group, being enrolled in school, for example in primary education. As in case (a), these 
models do not take explicit account of the pupils’ progress through the school system. Further 
more, such projections usually do not provide any information on the grade to which pupils 
are enrolled. 

c) Models that project enrolment in a given year, based upon enrolment in the grade or level below 
in the previous year and upon coefficients describing the flows of pupils between grades from 
one year to the next. This is the basic principal of the flow models. 

The first two approaches, as has already been stated, do not explicitly take into account the 
enrolment in a given grade in a given year depends upon enrolment in the preceding grade in the 
year before. This is a serious shortcoming, making these models less useful for educational planners 
in developing countries. ў : 
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9.3.2 Data Availability and Choice of Model 


In developing countries data availability is often the most important constraint in choosing an appropriate 
model. Most data available are stock data, e.g. the stock of pupils enrolled in each grade. For estimating 
coefficients of flow models, flow data are needed i.e. in the form of promotion/repeater rates. If 
enrolment data are available only by grade, then Grade Ratio Model can be applied. If in addition, data 
on repeaters is also available, i.e. how many pupils of a given grade were in the same grade in the year 
before and how many have been promoted from the grade below, then Grade Transition Model may be 
applied. For projecting grade-wise enrolment by using these two methods, data on new entrants to 
grade I is necessary. If data on the age of pupils enrolled in each grade is also available, Age-grade 
Transition Model can be applied. However, data on the age of repeaters is often not available; this 
restricts the use of Age-Grade Transition Model. | 

The type of projections and the projection methods relevant to educational planning depend to 
a large extent upon situation in the country as regards the provision of primary education to children, 
i.e. on the number of new entrants to grade 1. New entrants to grade , where compulsory primary 
education is strictly enforced, and has been so for many years, will be of legal official entry age and 
the projection of new entrants is reduced to projecting to number of children in this age-group. But 
in countries which are approaching universalisation of primary education there may be many 
over-age (late entrants) children. In this situation it is important to take into account age distribution 
of the new entrants and of children who have not yet entered school in making the projections. This 
data is often not available. Apart from this, India being a large country, the prescribed entry age to 
class I differs from state to state. 

India is approaching universalisation of elementary education. There are many over-age 
(late entrants) pupils in grade I. The data on the age of new entrants to grade I is not, however, 
available. Therefore neither Grade Ratio Model nor Grade Transition Model can be used in India; 
consequently it may not be possible to project classwise enrolment. Under the circumstances, it will 
be desirable to adopt some improvised method in which enrolment projections are based on enrolment 
of a particular stage and the corresponding child population. NCERT has been collecting classwise 
enrolment in its All India Educational Surveys (AIESs) conducted in the years 1965, 1973, 1978, 
1986 and 1993. These enrolments have been utilised for working out Gross Enrolment Ratios (GERs) 


for primary stage-constituting classes I to V. 
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Child population for the ‘corresponding age-group 6-11 has been estimated for the reference 
dates of the ATESs i.e. 31 December 1965, 31 December 1973, 30 September 1978, 30 September 
1986, 30 September 1993 by utilising child population for the age-groups 0-4,5-9,10-14,15-19, and 20- 
24 for the years 1961,1971,1981 and 1991 given in the MHRD’s Selected Educational Statistics, 
1998-99. Due to formation of new states between 1961-1991 suitable adjustments have been made 
in child population of these states. Number of 5 year and 10 year old children have been estimated 
by Sprague formula and child population in the age-group 6-11 has been worked out which has been 
used in calculating GERs on reference dates of the AIESs. 


9.3.3 Projection Methodology for Primary Stage Enrolment 


Due to expansion of educational facilities, enrolment in Classes I to V has been increasing. The 
growth of enrolment is, however, not been as high in recent years as it was in the past. In other 
words growth in enrolment has an asymptotic property. Therefore, logistic curve defined below has 
been used for projecting the GERs for future years: 


K 
1 + EXP (A+BT) 


Where, E is the projected value of GER, A & B are constants to be estimated from past data and K 
is the maximum value of GER, which can be attained. Logistic curve in projecting GERs has been 
used earlier by Saxena et al (1996). For deciding the value of K the fact that GER comprises pupils 
below 6 years and above 11 years, needs also to be kept in mind. Thus asymptotic value of GER can 
be more than 100 at times. Therefore, age-wise distribution of primary stage enrolment in India and 
15 major states given in the All India Educational Surveys 1973,1978,1986 and 1993 has been 
utilised in computation of K. The values of coefficients A & B for India and 15 major states on the 
basis of this K have been determined. National Policy on Education-1986 (with modifications 
undertaken in 1992) states: 

“The New Education Policy will give the highest priority to solving the problem of children 
dropping out of school and will adopt an array and meticulously formulated strategies based on 
micro planning, and applied at the grass root level all over the country to ensure children’s retention 
at school. This effort will be fully coordinated with the network of non-formal education. It shall 
be ensured that free and compulsory education of satisfactory quality is provided to all children up 
to 14 years of age before we enter the 21* Century. A national mission will be managed for the 
achievement of this”. 

From 1994 and onwards specific programmes such as District Primary Education Programme 
(DPEP), Education For All (EFA) were undertaken for which funds were raised from international 
agencies, the objective being to develop district specific projects with specific activities, clearly 
defined responses, definite time schedule and specific targets. As a result of this approach enrolment 
in 1998 and 1999 seems to have substantially increased. Therefore, it will be desirable to update К 
values, keeping fixed the values of A & B, so that percentage difference for 1998 between the 
projected GER and the actual GER [given in the MHRD (2000), Selected Educational 
Statistics, 1998] is less than 1 per cent. This updated value of K has been used in validation of the 
projected GERs for the year 1999 with the actual GERs for the year 1999 (given in the MHRD 
(2000), Selected Educational Statistics, 1999). Tables 9.5 and 9.6, given in the Appendix, present the 
value of K (adjusted for the year 1998), A and B and the projected and actual GERs for the year 

1999 and the percentage difference between them for all children and for girls, respectively. It can 


———— AH 
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be observed from Tables 9.5 and 9.6 that in most states this percentage difference is less than 5 for 
girls as well as for all children except for Orissa where actual GER was about 10 per cent higher in 
case of girls and 11 per cent higher in case of all children. It is, further, observed that even after 
updating the values of K, on the basis of 1998 difference, increase in actual GER in some states was 
still on the higher side than indicated by the projected GER for 1999. Therefore, it will be worthwhile 
to update the value of K on the basis of 1999 difference in those states where actual GER has been 
found to be more than the projected GER. Acccordingly, the value of K has been so updated for 
these states. The value of K and projected GERs for 2001,2003,2005,2007 have been given in 
Tables 9.7 and 9.8 for all children and girls, respectively. 
The projected enrolment for 2001,2003,2005,2007 obtained by multiplying the GERs with 
the corresponding projected child population 6 to below 11 years has been given in Appendix in 
Table 9.9. 


9.3.4 Projection Methodology for Enrolment at Upper Primary, Secondary and 
Higher Secondary Stages 


Unlike the primary stage, enrolment at the upper primary, secondary and higher secondary stages 
depends mainly upon the number of pupils passing out from the preceding stage of education and 
number of repeaters. Enrolment at these stages has also an asymptotic characteristic. Therefore, 
projection of enrolment using geometric or exponential growth curves may result into inaccurate 
projections. The enrolment data are, therefore, to be converted into suitable ratios. For example, 
the ratio of enrolment of the target stage to that of the preceding stage for the same year may be used 
for projection of enrolment of upper primary, secondary and higher secondary stages. In view of 
the various school improvement programmes being undertaken, it is considered appropriate to use 
1999 ratio by assuming that these will remain almost constant up to 2007. Table 9.10 gives these 
ratios for the target stages upper primary, secondary and higher secondary stages based on enrolment 
for the year 1999 given in Selected Educational Statistics (MHRD). For projecting upper primary 
stage enrolment of all children and girls for 2001, 2003, 2005 and 2007, the above ratios have been 
multiplied with the corresponding projected primary stage enrolment. The projected enrolments for 
secondary and higher secondary stages have similarly been obtained; these are given in Appendix 
in Tables 9.11, 9.12, and 9.13. Projected primary, upper primary, secondary and higher secondary 
stage enrolment of India (All children/Girls) is given in Statement 9.2 and also presented in Graphs 
9.3 and 9.4.

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It may be observed from Statement 9.2 as well as from graphs 9.3 and 9.4 that enrolment at all 
the stages is showing a declining trend, which may be due to the decrease in child population and also 
because a significant number of children in primary and upper primary classes аге studying in 
unrecognised schools, which have not been included here. Also the other concerns such as awakening 
. Of awareness among parents towards education and future accelerated efforts of the Central/ State 
governments as visualised in the ‘Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan’ have not been taken into consideration, 
while making these projections. Therefore,these projections need to be used with caution. 


9.4 Projected Teachers Requirement 


Selected Educational Statistics, MHRD do not give information about stage-wise number of teachers. 
Therefore, teacher pupil ratios of 1993 ATES has been applied for calculating stage-wise teachers’ 
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requirement except for the primary stage for which teacher pupil ratio of 1:48 has been assumed 
(instead of 48.16 as indicated in 1993 AIES). This has been done in view of the recommendations of 
the Expert Group set up by the Ministry of Human Resource Development (MHRD). For higher 
secondary stage, teachers have been projected on the basis of children enrolled in higher secondary 
classes in schools only. Table 9.14 gives stage-wise teachers for India and 15 major states. The 
stage-wise teachers for India have been given in Statement 9.3 as well as in the Graph 9.5 for 2001, 


2003, 2005, and 2007.

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9.5 Expenditure projected by the Expert Group on Financial Requirements for Making 
Elementary Education a Fundamental Right (Chaired by Prof. Tapas Majumdar) 


On the recommendations of the Committee of State Education Ministers which considered the 
implications of the proposal to make Elementary Education a Fundamental Right, a Group of Experts 
was constituted by the Ministry of Human Resource Development to assess the financial resources 
required for providing free and compulsory education for all children upto the age of 14 years. The 
terms of reference of the Group were: 

(a) “to examine the financial requirements of the States/UTs with reference to the status of 
Universalisation of Elementary Education in the context of proposed follow up legislation 
on compulsory education by the States/UTs” ; 

(b) “to identify the existing financial resources of the States/UTs and suggest measures for 
mobilising additional resources”; and 

(c) “to determine suitable sharing arrangement of financial requirements between the Central 
and State Governments”. 

Befgre this Group, additional financial requirements for UEE tentatively estimated by the 
Saikia Committee had been indicated as Rs. 40,000 Crores. This estimate had been worked out on 
the basis of average annual expenditure incurred by government on each student. The number of 
out of school children of the 6-14 age group was taken as 6.3 crores and the per student expenditure 
assumed to be rupees 948/-. 


9.5.1 Norms and Approach Followed by the Expert Group 


The Group decided to follow a norms based approach. The norms provided for minimum 

requirements that every school and child ought to have. While making broad assumptions, the 

findings of the All India Educational Survey, 1993 (Provisional Statistics), the National Family 

Health Survey, 1992-93 and the National Sample Survey, 1993-94 were taken into account in order 

to ascertain the present level of educational facilities and attendance rates of children. The projections 

made by the Registrar General of India, indicated that in 2001 there would be nearly 118.25 million 

children in the 6-11 age-group and 74.47 million children in the 11-14 age-group. Elementary education 

would have to cater to these 200 million children plus under age and over-age children. It was presumed 

that the percentage of under age and over age children will come down as India moves towards the 

goal of universalisation. State-wise Tables 9.15 to 9.20, given in the Appendix, present the state of 

primary and upper primary education and the total projected infrastructure requirements to meet the 

needs of all and the additional infrastructure requirements of the system. The Group has worked out 

financial requirement for universalisation on the basis of following norms: 

e Provision of teachers іп the teacher-student ratio of 1:30 at primary and upper primary level, а 
provision of at least two teachers in every primary school and minimum of three teachers and 
a Headmaster in every upper primary school. 

e Provision of upper primary school for every two primary schools which would entail the 
establishment of more than 2.21 lakh new upper primary schools. 

e Provision ofa primary school within one kilometer of every habitation, entailing the establishment 
of nearly 1.84 lakh new primary schools. 

° Provision of a classroom for every teacher and a separate Headmaster’s room in a upper 
primary school. 4 

e Provision of school equipment in all proposed new primary schools and upper primary schools 
as the basis of Operation Blackboard's norm of Rs.10,000 for a primary school and Rs.50,000 
for an upper primary school. 
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e Provision for school uniforms and scholarships to children below the poverty line. Provision has 
been made for 50% of all the enrolled children of the 6-14 age-group. 

e Provision of cooked meals/food grains for 50% of enrolled children though final figure should 
be based on actual requirement and likelihood of success of the scheme. 

e Provision of free textbooks and stationary has been made for all children at primary and upper 
primary stage. 

e Establishment of new DIETs, Block Resource Centres and Cluster Resource Centers have 
been made in uncovered regions. 

e Provision for maintenance of school buildings and other school infrastructure and replacement of 
school equipment at primary and upper primary stage on a regular basis has also been made. 

e For disabled children, an estimate of 4% of the total children has been made and provisions 
made on the basis of the current norms used in schemes for the disabled. 

e Provision for teacher training, community monitoring of elementary education projects, and 

classroom observation by resource person, has also been made. 


Some of the other assumptions made by the Expert Group are as under: 


e Тһе 1993 All India Educational Survey provides basis for assessing educational facilities that 
were available to schools in 1993. Between 1993 and 1997-98, investments have been made 
by Central and State governments. In recruiting teachers, providing school facilities and in 
increasing budgetary allocations for elementary education, these investments would have to 
be taken into account. у " 

e Currently expenditure on education is also incurred by other departments notably Ministry of 
Empowerment and Social Justice for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward 
class children. These include provision of scholarship and even residential schools in tribal 
areas. On an average, investments from other departments is about 10-15 per cent of the total 
investment made by the Department of Education. The Ministry of Rural Development and 
Employment provides resources for construction of primary school buildings. The projections 
of the additional requirement of funds is the total requirements for UEE and not of the 
Department of Education alone. 

e No Allowance has been made for private schools, as precise information regarding their number 
and coverage is still not available. Compared to the large size of out of school children and 
their requirements, private sector schools cater to educational needs of a very small number. 
Therefore, their existence cannot significantly reduce the liability of the state for providing 
free and compulsory education for all. 

e While assessing teachers’ salaries, the Group has attempted to provide higher salaries in the light 
of state specific pay recommendations after the Fifth Central Pay Commission. Since every state 
has its own system of working out these requirements, no national pay scales have been suggested. 
For purposes of calculations, the salary of Rs. 5000/- per month has been assumed for primary 
school teacher and Rs. 6,000/- per month for an upper primary school teacher. 

е As regards non-formal education, the group was of the view that any form of quality education 
would require minimum facilities and salaries for teachers. While it is true that alternative 
forms of education may be necessary specially in very remote and small habitations, poor 
resource provision should not be the major basis. The Group felt that good alternative schooling 
would also require costs almost at par with what is provided to formal schools. Better linkages 
between alternative and formal schools have been stressed. The Group felt that the present 
norms of costing should be used to support alternative forms of schooling as well. 
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e Similarly, in regard to salaries of teachers, the group has indicated that practice of using Shiksha 
Karmi or Para Teachers adopted in some states, should not be used as a means to reduce costs 
of elementary education. Ultimately, in the long run, the arguments for equal pay for equal 
work should be followed. While the Group felt that para teachers could be useful in extremely 
remote locations, there should never be a national programme for recruiting para teachers. 
Quality elementary schooling would require proper provisioning and a system of continuous 
human resource development for ensuring availability of well trained qualified and well 
equipped teachers. Arrangements for improvement of educational qualifications of teachers 
should be made. Teacher selection, however must be rigorous with a high degree of community 
involvement in a transparent selection process. 

• Mobilisation of community, especially women, and an institutional role for community teachers 
in managing affairs of elementary schools, holds the key to sustainable quality education for 
all. There is a need to reinforce the moral authority of the teacher and to use community 
persuasion through Panchayati Raj institutions for bringing all children to school. The 
participation of the poorest households by effective mobilisation is a precondition for UEE. 
No amount of resource provisioning can be a substitute for genuine community mobilisation. 


9.5.2 Additional Financial Requirements Estimated out by the Expert Group 
The projected annual additional financial requirements estimated by the Group from 1998-99 to 
2007-2008 for UEE are given in Statement 9.4.
